On 7 September 1956, Philip E. Morand, Pyvt., ASN RA 67 178 48, 
a returned United States Army defectee, who is being held, awaiting 
Court Martial, at the Provisional Guard House, McNair Barracks, Berlin 


(uu9220), Germany, was interrogated concerning SUBJECT and stated in 
substance as follows: 


Morand first met Bobby HOLLAND at the Allied Defectees' Club 
in Bautzen (VS6070), GDR (German Democratic Republic), in September 1955. 
SUBJECT was residing there with an unidentified German female with whom 
he had defected to the GDR. SUBJECT is presently married to this girl 
and resides in Bautzen, GDR. HOLLAND'S wife was once heard to state that 
she and HOLLAND are going to return to West Germany sometime in 1957. 
She gave as the reason the deplorable working conditions in the GDR and - 
the fact that HOLLAND earned only one Mark, two pfennig East (1.02 DME) 
per hour.

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At approximately 1900 hours, 4 August 1957, a man, dressed in 
civilian clothes, apzroached a US Army MP (Military Police) vehicle at 
MP Checkpoint "Alfa 2", located where Stubenrauchstrasse crosses the 
Teltower Canal in Berlin-Rudow (UU9220)(US Sector), Germany, This person 
identified himself as Private First Clauss Bobby F. HOLLAND, US 53 172 502, 
and stated that he was a United States Army soldier who had been absent 
without leave since February 1955 and that he wanted to surrender himself. 
The MP patrol took SUBJECT into custody and brought him to the Office of 
the Provost Marshal, Berlin Command, APO 742. 


Upon arrivel at the Office of the Provost Marshal, this person 
was identified as SUBJECT. SUBJECT was in possession of a GDR (German 
Democratic Republic) Aufenhaltserlaubnis fuer Auslaender (Permission to 
Reside for Foreigners) in the name of Bobby F. HOLLAND. After giving a 
brief statement to the Provost Marshal regurding his activities in the GDR, 
SUBJECT was removed to the United States military hospital in Berlin, 
where he was given a complete physical examination. Results of this 
examination are attached us EXHIBIT .4 . SUBJECT was later moved to 
the Provisional Guardhouse, Berlin Command, APO 742. 


On 15 August 1957, SUBJECT completed and signed a sworn statement 
regarding the circumstances and reasons for entering the GDR and his 
activities while in the GDk. This statement is attached as EXHIBIT ZZ. . 
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4. REPORT OF FINDINGS i 


On 11 August 1957, Bobby F. HOLLAND, PFC, US 53 172 502, born 14 
September 1932 in Rockmart, Georgia, after having been advised of his rights 
under Article 31, Uniform Code of Military Justice, was interrogated regard- 
ing his civilian and military background and stated in substance the follow-

: SUBJECT attended the first eight (8) grades of school in Rockmart, 
and then quit. school to start working and to help out at home. SUBJECT 
liked school, and had average grades, but felt obliged to quit. He had few 
close friends in school, or where he later worked, and stayed pretty much 
to himself. In his free time, he attended movies, high school aporting 
events, and occasionally dated girla. SUBJECT cannot remember the names of 
any of his acquaintances. In June 1947, SUBJECT found employment delivering 
papers, and later worked at the Thomasin Cafe in Rockmart, He later want to 
work for the city of Rockmart doing construction work, and finally was em-_ 
ployed with a lumber company, name unknown, in Rockmart. SUBJECT never had 
any trouble with civilian authorities and changed joba only to find better

SUBJECT and his friend had met two (2) girls, and were sit- 

ting in the park talking with them. Neither of them had been drinking at 

the time. The police arrived, and told them that there had been a complaint 

about them. The police charged them with creating a disorder, and fined them 
twenty-seven (27) dollars. The affair was never taken to a court, and after 

paying the money, the two (2) soldiers were allowed to leave, 


SUBJECT reported to Camp Kilmer, and waa assigned to the "a" 
Battery, 206th Field Artillery Battalion, 434 Infantry Division, Munich, 
(Pu91355, Federal Republic of Germany, which brought SUBJECT to Germany in 
September 1953. 
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On 6, 7; 8, 12 and 19 August 1957, Bobby F. HOLLAND, PFC, US 53 172 
502, born 14 September 1932, at Rockmart, Georgia, after having been advised 
of his rights under the provisions of Article 31, Uniform Code of Military 
Justice, was interrogated regarding the circumstances surrounding his entry 
into Soviet-controlled territory and stated in substance the following: 


In September 1953, SUBJECT was assigned to "A" Battery, 206th Field 
Artillery Battalion, 43d Infantry Division, located in the Will Kaserne, 
Munich (PU9135), FRG (esterel Republic of Germany). SUBJECT's primary 
duties were truck driver and assistant gunner. While with this unit SUBJECT 
was promoted to PFC. Also while with this unit, SUBJECT received a Special 
Court Martial for fighting with a non-commissioned Officer in a German 
gasthaus located near Will Kaserne. As a result of the court martial, 

SUBJECT lost two thirds of his pay for one month and was restricted to the 
Will Kaserne for one month. In May 1954, the 43d Infantry Division was 
transferred to the United States and ‘was raplaced by the 5th Infantry Divi- {| 
sion. This resulted in SUBJECT's being re-assigned to Battery"A", 50th Fieldj 
Artillery Battalion, 5th Infantry Division, which replaced SUBJECT's unit at | 
' Will Kaserne, Munich, FRG. While/with this unit, SUBJECT was promoted to 
corporal; however, in September 1954, he received a Summary Court Martial 
for larceny, being out of uniform, and being absent without leave. This re- 
sulted in SUBJECT's being reduced to PFC, loss of one-third pay for two 
months, and restriction to the Battery area for one month. 


SUBJECT indicated that he had always been treated fairly by officers] 
and non-commissioned officers of the Army and that any trouble he got into 
was due to hia own mistakes. SUBJECT did borrow small amounts of money from 
his fellow soldiers and would always repay such loans as promised, To date, 
SUBJECT's outstanding debts are approximately fifteen dollars which he owes 
to fellow soldiers who were in Battery "A," 50th Field Artillery Battalion. 
SUBJECT also stated that at this time he had no political views or convic- 
tions and knew only that "Communism was an enemy of the United States.”

SUBJECT first met Annemar : 1 nfaltjon 4 October 1954 
in a cafe located in the downtown Section of MMinich< “During October, Novem-,: 
ber, and December, they were constantly together and fell heavily in love. 
ft was in the early part of December 1954 that they began discussing mar- 
riage. Unknown to Annemarie, SUBJECT's rotation date to the United States 
was in Webruary 1955. She found thie out through friends of SUBJECT. Upon 
being approached, SUBJECT explained to Annemarie that he had not told her 
of hia rotation date because he did not want to worry her, SUBJECT told 
Annemario that he had ohecked with proper Army authorities Pace the 
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possibility of expediting their marriage papers; however, they informed hin 
that there was no possibility of their being completed prior to SUBJECT's 
rotation date. During the latter part of December 1954, both became very 
depressed. SUBJECT kept indicating that he did not want to leave her but 
did not know what to do about it. Annemarie kept telling SUBJECT to go back 
to the United States as the Army ordered and that she would wait for SUBJECT 
until he returned. 


In early January 1955, while visiting Annemarie's residence which 
was located somewhere in the rear of Will Kaserne, SUBJECT and Annemarie 
became engaged in conversation with the husband of Annemarie's landlord. 
SUBJECT could not remember his name but could recall it if he heard it. 
Several names, including a Mr. Kuehne » were referred to SUBJECT. He then 
recalled that his name was Mr. (fnuy¥fKuehnemund; however, did not remember 
that his address was Langackerweg 2, Munich, CFR. The conversation with Mr. 
Kuehnemund centered around SUBJECT's problem of neg-belnegbie- to marry 


Annemarie. After listening closely to their problem, Mr. Kuehnemund advised | 


them that he knew of a possible solution. When asked what his solution was 
he indicated that SUBJECT and Annemarie could go to the GDR (German Demo- 
eratic Republic), where they could get married and live a good life. He 
also indicated that SUBJECT would be provided employment and possibly be 
gent to school to learn the German language. Mr. Kuehnemund made further 
remarks as to the advantages of living in the GDR; however, SUBJECT does not 
remember what he said. SUBJECT and Annemarie made no comment and at that 
time did not even consider Mr. Kuehnemund's suggestion. 


On or about the 19th of January 1955, Annemarie went on vacation 
to Mittenwald (NCA), FRG, and returned on 29 January 1955. During this 
period SUBJECT decided to desert the United States Army and take refuge in 
the GDR. SUBJECT made this decision because he felt that his previous mili- 
tary record would not permit him to re-enlist in the army; therefore, he 
would not be able to return to Germany and marry Annemarie. SUBJECT's 
reason for deciding to take refuge in the GDR instead of any other country 
was because he felt that the GDR was an enemy country where United States 
Army authorities could not apprehend him, and also he had read in the $tars 
and Stripes about another United States soldier who wae granted asylum in 
the GDR. This soldier's name was oa Kaufmann who later died as a result 
of being in a fight in Bautzen (¥S6070), GDR. 


On 30 January 1955, SUBJECT persuaded Annemarie that the only so- 
lution existing for their possible happiness was to seek refuge in the GOR. 
SUBJECT then approached Mr. Kuehnemund who told SUBJECT that he would drive 
them to a point near the Weat-Baet German border where they could cross 
safely into the GDR. Mr. Kuehnemund said it would cost SUBJECT 50 (fifty) 
DMW for the trip and SUBJECT agreed to the price. SUBJECT told Mr. 
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. Kuehnemund that they would later inform him when they decided to go. 


In the morning of 31 January 1955, SUBJECT received his pay which 
wes approximately eighty (80) dollars. Sometime in the afternoon, Pvt Larry 
\furner, a roommate of SUBJECT's, asked SUBJECT if he were going to see 
Annemarie that night. SUBJECT told Turner that he was; however, he would 
have to go absent-without-leave in order to do so. Turner asked if he could 
go along with SUBJECT. SUBJECT said yes, and they made plans to meet later 
at the enlisted mens' club. Turner at that time was awaiting Court Martial 
proceedings for destruction of Army equipment. Sometime between 2030 and 
2100 hours, 31 January 1955, SUBJECT left Will Kaserne and went directly to | 
Annemarie's residence. SUBJECT was not in possession of a pass when he left. 
SUBJECT had not met Turner at the enlisted mens' club as previously planned; 
however, when SUBJECT rived at Annemarie's residence, Turner was there. 
Also there was Bel gaGenkowses, a girl friend of Annemarie, and another

soldier named Ted Turne half intoxicated and was seemingly 
attempting to get in a fight with Ted. Ted finally became disgusted and leftp 
After Ted left, SUBJECT and Annemarie exposed their plans, of taking refuge 
in the GDR, to Turner and Jankowski. Turner immediately said that he wanted 
to go along and began to entice Jankowski to go with him. She readily 
agreed to do so. SUBJECT said that to the best of his knowledge that was 
the first time Turner and Jankowski had met and was surprised when she agreed 
to go with them. They all discussed the matter for approximately one hour 
and finally decided to leave the next night. They all spent the night at 
Annemarie's apartment. The next morning SUBJECT and Turner sent the girls 
downtown to purchase for them some civilian clothing. Upon returning with 
the clothes, SUBJECT and Turner changed into them and left their uniforms at 
Annemarie's apartment. SUBJECT then told Mr. Kuehnemund that they had de- 
cided to leave that night. Mr. Kuehnemund assured SUBJECT that they had 
nothing to worry about, and that the price for taking them to the border was 
one hundred (100) DMW instead of fifty (50) DMW as previously arranged. Mr. 
Kuehnemund said this was due to four (4) of them going instead of two (2) 

_ as originally planned. Between 2000 and 2050 hours, they left Annemaria's 
apartment, got into Mr. Kuehnemund's automobile and proceeded to Hof (QA0878) 

a SUBJECT could not give a description of the automobile other than that 
it was an old European-type car. They arrived at Hof at approximately 0500 
hours, 2 February 1955, where Mr. Kuehnemund indicated that they were near- 
ing their destination, They drove past Hof to a point one-half mile from 
the West-East German border. Mr. Kuehnemund said that that was as far as he 
could take them. He pointed out the location of the Weat German border 
cheokpoint and advised them to get off the road to work their way around 
the checkpoint into the GDR. Mr. Kuehnemund wished them luck and left. 
Following Mr. Kuehnemund's instructions, they successfully crossed into the 
GDR. 
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On 8 and 9 August 1957, Bobby F. HOLLAND, PFC, US 53 172 502, born 
14 September 1932 at Rockmart, Georgia, after having been advised of his 
rights under the provisions of Article 31, Uniform Code of Military Justice, 
was interrogated regarding his entry into the GDR (German Democratic Repub- 
lic), and his activities up to and including his detention at the GDR in- 
stallation located in or near the Soviet Sector of Berlin (UU9220). SUBJECT 
atated substantially the following: 


eR. - US54- 

Between 0500 and 0530 hours({72 February 1955, SUBJECT, Annemaric 
Holland nee Sinfalt, cay those ner, and Helga Jankowski, crossed into the 
GDR near Hof (QA0878), FRG” (Federal Republic of Germany). They effected the 
crossing by by-passing the West German border checkpoint. After being fairly 
well assured that they had crossed into the GDR, they went back to the main 
road. They walked down this road to the GDR border checkpoint. The check- 
point was manned by only one border guard who, after checking their identifi- 
oation cards, began talking to Annemarie. SUBJECT does not know what was 
said between Annemarie and the Guard. The guard hurriedly made a phone call 
and five or ten minutes later two (2) VOPO's (Volkspolizei People's Police) 
appeared. After conversing a short while with the border guard, the VOPO's 
motioned SUBJECT and the others to follow them. They walked down the road 
approximately fifty (50) yards to a paved road leading off the main road. 
Approximately three hundred (300) yards down this paved road they came to a 
Kaserne-type installation. They were taken into the main building of thie 
installation and after being searched, were put into cells. Approximately 
three (3) hours later they were escorted to another building where they were 
fed. While eating, an unidentified Soviet Officer and an unidentified VOPO 
officer entered the building. The VOPO officer asked in German why they had 
entered the GDR. Through Annemarie, who acted as an interpreter, SUBJECT and 
Turner told him that they had left the United States Army because they wanted 
to live in the GDR with their respeotive girls. After oonferring with the 
Soviet officer, the VOPO officer advised that SUBJECT and Turner would be re- 
quired to go with the Soviet officer and that the girls would stay at the GDR 
inetallation. He further indicated that they would be permitted to be with 
each other at a later date. 


At approximately 1030 hours on 2 February 1955, SUBJECT and Turner 


were transported to a Soviet installation looated in Plauen (V80953 GDR. 
Thia installation was a larg two-story house and Booming ty had on the firet 
floor many separate offices for Soviet authorities, A Sdviet soldier guar 
was etationed outside the building. SUBJECT and Turner were put into a

heated; however, it was very cold in the room. Other than relief calls, 
SUBJECT and Turner did not leave'this room for two (2) days. The only 
persons they saw during these two (2) days were Soviet soldier guards who 
brought them food. In the morning and afternoon of 4 February 1955, SUBJECT 
and Turner were subjected to questioning by unidentified Soviet officers. 
They were primarily interested in SUBJECT's and Turner's reason for entering 
the GDR, their personal military background, and general military matters. 
SUBJECT could not describe any of the Soviet officers nor could he remember 
many of the questions asked. SUBJECT indicated that he was not mistreated 
in any manner while subjected to their questioning. SUBJECT remembers only 
the following military questions and answers given: 


Question: What is your name, rank and organization? 

Answer: "A" Battery, 50th Field Artillery Battalion, 5th Divisio 
Question: Is the 5th Division an Infantry or Artillery Division? 
Answer: It is an Artillery Division. 

Question:. What were your primary duties in the Army? 

Answer: I was a truck driver. 

Question: Tell me a little about Will Kaserne. 


Answer: (SUBJECT does not remember exactly what he answered but 
os did give a false description of the Kaserne.) 


Queation: What is your knowledge of US Army tanks and atomic 
weapons? 


Answer: I know nothing concerning them. 


Question: Have you ever seen the atomic cannon or any other atomic 


weapons? 
Answer: No. 
Question: How many divisions are enane in Germany? 
Anawert TI have no idea. 


Upon conclusion of the questioning, one of the Soviet officers informed 
BUBJECT and Turner that thay would arene ay be permitted to live an free 
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men in the GDR, but not so until a thorough investigation was completed to 
eliminate the possibility of their being spies. 


At approximately 0600 hours on 5 February 1955, SUBJECT and Turner 
were taken outside the installation and boarded a truck similar to a US 
two and one-half ton stake truck, the rear of which was covered by a 
tarpaulin over the framework. The rear-enclosed portion of the truck was 
divided into two parts by a blanket suspended lengthwise of the truck be- 
tween the floor and the tarpaulin roof. The rear was closed by a canvas 
flap, preventing the occupants from looking out. SUBJECT and Turner were 
placed on one side of the partition with an armed guard sitting at the rear. 
A driver and a Soviet officer rode in the cab. Approximately one-half hour 
after leaving the Soviet installation, the truck stopped at a police station 
where Annemarie and Helga were put on the other side of the tarpaulin. They 
traveled all day, mostly on an autobahn (divided highway) type road, and 
arrived at a Soviet installation which SUBJECT later learned was located in 
the Soviet Sector of Berlin. Annemarie and Jankowski were taken elsewhere, 
and were not seen again by SUBJECT and Turner until the latter part of March 
1955, at Bautzen (¥S6070), GDR. 


On the morning of 6 February 1955, SUBJECT and Turner were approach- 
ed by an unidentified Soviet official who spoke excellent English. SUBJECT 
could not furnish an adequate description of this official. This individual 
informed SUBJECT and Turner that they were to be turned over to GDR officials 
who would take proper action to officially permit them to reside in the GDR. 
Late that afternoon SUBJECT and Turner were escorted out of the installation 
and put into the rear of a civilian-type, European vehicle. The Soviet 
official and a driver sat in front. They drove to the outskirta of Hast 
Berlin where they stopped. SUBJECT and Turner were each given a pair of 
weldera goggles with opaque, paper-covered lens. They were told to put the 
goggles on and to keep them on until told to take them off. ‘hey continued 
on and arrived at an inetallation which SUBJECT later learned was a GDR in- 
atallation located in or near the outskirts of East Berlin. 


SUBJECT and Turner were held at this installation for eleven (11) 
days and for short periods each day were permitted to walk around within the 
compound under guard. During these walks SUBJECT was able to determine that 
the inetallation was surrounded by a high cement wall, and war looated on 
the shore of a large lake. Within the compound the installation consiated 
of a large two-story building, a emall guard ehack, and a garage. 


Upon arriving at this installation, SUBJECT and Turner were escorted 
into the large two-story house. They were put into a large room which had 
two (?) barred windows, and contained two (2) beds, a table, ohaira, and a 
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radio. A guard was stationed outside their door. After putting on pajamas 
and robes provided them, SUBJECT and Turner went to bed. 


From 7 February to 13 February 1955, SUBJECT and Turner were not 
subjected to any questioning. They spent their time reading, sleeping, 
listening to the radio, and speculating on their future. Other than relief 
ealls and short walks within the compound, they spent their entire time in 
their room. During this period they saw only civilian-dressed Germans, who 
were either guards or housekeeping personnel. , 


On 14 February 1955, a GDR official dressed in civilian clothes, 
who spoke excellent English, came to SUBJECT's and Turner's room and indicat- 
ed that their investigation was almost complete and that they would be leav- 
ing that installation in a few days. He then told SUBJECT and Turner that 
they would each be required to write a chronological history of their lives. 
He gave them each pencil and paper and left. SUBJECT could not adeguately . 
give a description of this individual. On 14 and 15 Pebruary 1955, SUBJECT 
prepared his autobiography, which included schools attended, places employed, 
hobbies, names of relatives, and military history. 


Other than preparing their autobiography, SUBJECT's and Turner's 
daily routine was as previously described until the morning of 18 February 
1955, when the game unidentified GDR official came, and after taking and 
ohecking their autobiography, informed them that they would be leaving that 
day.

Between 9 August and 13 August 1957, Bobby F. HOLLAND, PFC, 
US 53 172 502, born 14 September 1932, at Rockmart, Georgia, after being 
advised of his rights under the provisions of Article 31, Uniform Code 
of Military Justice, was interrogated concerning the circumstances sur- 


and of his requesting political asylum in the GDR. SUBJECT stated in 
substance as follows: 


At approximately 0700 hours on 18 February 1955, SUBJECT and Turner 
were given civilian type clothing and were told to prepare for departure. 
At approximately 1000 hours they were escorted out of the building where 
they were put into an automobile. SUBJECT, Turner, and one unidentified 
GDR official sat in the rear of the vehicle. Another GDR official and the 
driver sat in the front. SUBJECT and Turner were again given goggles 
(same type used previously for blindfolding purposes), and told to put 
them on. After leaving the installation they drove for approximately 
twenty (20) minutes before being permitted to remove the goggles. Upon 
removing the goggles they were able to determine that they were traveling 
on an autobahn type road in the direction of Dresden. At the outskirts of 
Dresden they were again required to don their goggles. Approximately 
one half (3) hour later the automobile stopped, they were led into e build- 
ing, und told to remove their B0ggles. They were escorted to a room on the 
second floor of the building, told to remove their clothing, and given 
Pajamas and robes to wear. SUBJECT and Turner were assigned to this room 
during their entire stay at this installation. It was a large room with one 
(1) window which was barred and the glass painted white. The room contained 
two (2) beds, a table, and two (2) or three (3) chairs. A radio was pro- 
vided them und all of their meals were eaten there. 


SUBJECT and Turner were held at this installation until approxi- 
mately 30 March 1955. The staff of the installation, to the best of SUBJECT's 
memory, consisted of a GDR official, hereafter referred to as Mister "X", 
who wus seemingly in charge of four (4) or five (5) German guards; one (1) 
fomule housekeeper; and one (1) other GDR official, hereafter referred to 
4s Mister "Y". SUBJECT does not remember any of their names nor could he 
Rive any adequate description of uny of them. All persons ut the installa- 
tion wore civilian clothing, were Bast German nutionals, und other than 
Minter "X" und Mister "Y", spoke no Bnglish. 


During the firet two (2) weeks Mister "x" periodically questioned 
SUMJECT concerning military matters and SUBJECT's personal history. 
SUBJECT indicated that after a couple of seusgiony Mister "x" “gave up" 
walking militar, questions because SUBJECT ' a knowledge of anything of

importance was negative. SUBJECT was.required to write an autobiography 
which contained an account of SUBJECT's life from birth to his entry into 
the GDR. : 


Sometime during the third week, ‘ister "y" began giving SUBJECT 
and Turner political indoctrination lectures. He started out by giving a 
short history of communism and the advantages of living in a communist 
state. Later he gave a short history of the GDR and explained how SUBJECT 
and Turner would eventually fit in as citizens of that government. Mister 
"Y" advised that SUBJECY and Turner would be provided a place to live, 
employment, and also would be sent to school to learn u trade and the 
Cerman lunguage. Mister "Y" talked to SUBJECT and Turner for short periods 
each day for approximately one (1) week regarding the above. During 
Mister "Y"'s last session he advised SUBJECT and Turner that in order for 
them to remain in the GDR, they would have to request political asylum. 
A few days later YVister "x" approached SUBJECT and Turner and told them to 
prepare in their own handwriting a statement requesting political asylum 
in the GDR. He explained what the statement should contain. SUBJECT wrote 
several, none of which was uccepted as being adequate. Finally Mister "x" 
wrote one out as a Sample which SUBJECT copied and signed. The following 
is, to the best of SUBJECT 's memory, the contents of SUBJECT's statenent 
requesting politicel asylum in the GDR: 2% 


"I, Bobby Holland, a US soldier of Battery "A", 50th Field Artillery 
Buttalion, 5th Infantry Division, do ask for political esylum in the 
German Democratic Republic. The roason I ask is because I am tired of 
Carrying weepons that would be used against peuce loving people." 


To the best of SUBJECT's memory, Turner also prepared and Signed a stute- 
went similar to the above. 


Other than the aforementioned, the major portion of SUBJECT a 
time at this instullation was spent in reading, listening to the redlo, 
Hleaping, und speculating on hie future. SUBJECT and Turner were not 
permitted outside of the building and ot times becume very restless. When 
approached, Mister "%" would be very upoOlogetic concerning their lengthy 
detention, und would indicate that nothing could be done lo permit thou 
more Freedom unthll their request for political asylum wa tpproved by GDR 
uuthoritieu.

Sometime during the last week at this installation, SUBJECT and 
Turner were informed by Mister "X" that he had received word that their 
request for political asylum had been approved by GDR authorities. He 
notified them that they would be leaving sometime in the near future. 


On the 29th or 30th of March 1955, after being furnished with new 
civilian clothing, SUBJECT and Turner were told to prepare to leave. At 
approximately 0900 SUBJECT and Turner were separated and SUBJECT did not 
see Turner again until the next day at Bautzen (VS6070), GDR. At approx- 
imately 11060 hours, SUBJECT was escorted out of the inytellation and was 
told to get into oa civilian-type automobile. Before leaving, SUBJECT was 
again required to put on gogyles. In the vehicle with SUBJECT was Mister 
"X" and a driver. They rode for approximately twenty (20) minutes: before 
SUBJECT was permitted to remove the gorgles. They urrived at approximately 
1200 hours in Bautzen where SUBJECT was turned over to CDR uuthorities 
of the Huus fuer Internationale Solidaritaet (House for International 
Solidarity), located at Wallstrasse 4, Bautzen. 
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4. REPORT OF FINDINGS 


On & August and 9 August 1957, Bobby F. HOLLAND, PFC, US 53 172 502, 
born 14 September 1932 in Rockmart, Georgia, after having been advised of his 
rights under Article 31 of the Uniform Code of Military Justice, was interro- 
gated regarding his activities while in Bautzen (VS6070), GDR (German Demo- 
cratic Republic). HOLLAND stated in substance the following: 


At approximately 1100 hours, 30 March 1955, SUBJECT was driven alone 
from an unknown GDR installation in Dresden (VS1156), GDR, to Bautzen, GDR. 
SUBJECT was escorted on this trip by an unidentified GDR official who is be- 
lieved to have been in charge of the installation in Dresden, GDR. This 
person is hereafter referred to in this report as Mister "X." Upon arrival 
in Bautzen, SUBJECT was escorted to an installation located at Wallstrasse 4. 
SUBJECT does not know the official name of this installation, but refers to 
it as "the clubhouse." Gayther Turner, a US national with whom SUBJECT had 
defected to the GDR in February 1955, arrived at the clubhouse at approxi- : 
mately the same time ag SUBJECT. SUBJECT and Turner had been together—in the’ 
installation in Dresden and Turner had left this installation shortly prior 
to SUBJECT's departure. In the office of, the clubhouse, SUBJECT and Turner 
were introduced to Hei chattel, th ubleiter (Club Director) of the clubé 
house and the GDR official in Hautwea who is responsible for all of the 
foreigners. Algo present in Shattel's office at this time was Ra utto, 
a United States Army defector residing in Bautzon «/ Short ly after the arrival. 
of SUBJECT and “Purner, ‘Annemarie Einfalt and Helga Jankowski, the girl friends 
of SUBJECT and Turner, respectively ,arrived. They had come to Bautzen by 
train from Dresden, where they had been residing in a hotel. This was the 
fireat time that the two (2) men had seen the girls since they were separated 
from them in Berlin (UU9220), Germany, in February, 1955. 


After the arrival of the two (2) women, Schattel, using Mister "X" 
as an interpreter, gave a short orientation to the two (2), men. Schattel 
stated in substance that SUBJECT and Turner would attend a school in the 
clubhouse for approximately one (1) year, where they would learn the German 
language and would learn a trade. After the orientation, the two (2) couples 
were permitted to visit a restaurant and to eat their noon meal. After eat- 
ing, the two (2) couples returned to the clubhouse, where Mister "X" gave 
them a brief orientation. In this orientation, Mister "X" stated that 
SUKJECT and Turner must conduot themselves properly at all times and that 
they muat cooperate with the local authorities. Mister "X" also warned them 
that continuous drinking would get the two (2) men into trouble. He appar- 
ently direated thia remark at Turner, who was partially intoxicated from a 
large amount of ocognao that he had consumed while they were eating, After 
thia orientation, Schatte] assigned the two (2?) couples to their quarters, 
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Turner and Jankowski were given quarters in the clubhouse, while SUBJECT and 
Einfalt were given a room in the apartment of Hutto at Taschenberg 2, Bautzen 


SUBJECT did not start attending classes at the school in the club- 
house until approximately two (2) weeks after his arrival. During the inter- 
vening period, SUBJECT received his type "B" ration cards from Schattel and 
his GDR Aufenthaltserlaubnis fuer Auslaender (Permission to Reside for 
Foreigners) from the local police. This identification document, which is 
the type that is issued to all foreigners who come to Bautzen, contained a 
statement on page sixteen (16) which restricted SUBJECT to the area of 
Landkreis (County) Bautzen. This was the first time that SUBJECT knew that 
he would not be permitted to travel fresly throughout the GDR. All for- 
eigners residing in Bautzen have this statement stamped in their identifica- 
tion documents. Einfalt's identification document, which is the type that 
is issued to all German nationals in the GDR, did not contain a restriction 
and she was permitted to travel freely throughout the GDR. During this same 
period, SUBJECT was also issued several articles of clothing, including one 
(1) suit, one. (1) pair of shoes, underwear, socks, and some work clothes. 
SUBJECT was required to sign a receipt for this clothing, which he had ob- 
tained from Schattel in the clubhouse. SUBJECT was also given a purchase 
certificate from Schattel for the sum of one hundred (1005 DMO (Deutsche 
Marke Ost-East German Marks), with which Binfalt was able to buy some clothes 
SUBJECT also received a purchase certificate for one hundred (100) DMO, with 
whioh SUBJECT bought some clothes for himself. During their initial orienta- 
tion from Schattel, SUBJECT and Turner had been told that they would be paid 
while attending school; however, during his firet two (2) weeks in Bautsen, 
SUBJECT was forced to obtain some money from Schattel so that he and Einfalt 
could eat. This money was later deducted from his pay. Shortly prior to 
commencing school, SUBJECT and Turner met Mister "X" who again warned them 
of their conduct while in Bautzen. Mister "X" stated that they should choose 
their friends with care and that they should avoid such foreignera as Hutto 
and Tommy Woods, a US defeotor in Bautzen, both of whom Mister "X" described 
as being troublemakera,. 


From April 1955 until January 1956, SUBJECT attended classes of the 
Sonderschule der Internationalen Solidaritaet (Spedial School of Internationa 
Solidarity), which were conducted in the clubhouse. This -sohool is. conducted” 
by the GDR Government for all foreigners who are sent to Bautzen to reside. - 
HOLLAND commenoed attending classea at this school on approximately 15 April— 
1955, when he and Turner joined a clas hat consisted of Raymond Hutto and

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4. REPORT OF FINDINGS 


In addition to the clase attended by SUBJECT, one (1) other class was being 
operated at the school; however, this class consisted entirely of Moroccans 
and other African nationalities and was apparently separated from the other 
classes because of the language barrier. . 


While in attendance at the school, SUBJECT was paid two hundred 
and fifty (250) DMO each month, plus an additional forty (40) DMO for being 
married. Although he did not marry Einfalt until August 1955, SUBJECT re- 
ceived thie extra forty (40) DMO for the months prior to hia marriage. In 
September 1955, the monthly pay for the students was raised to three hun- 
dred (300) DMO per month. SUBJECT continued to receive the additional forty 
(40) DMO per month. SUBJECT was paid two (2) times each month, on the tenth 
and the twenty-fourth. This money was obtained in the clubhouse from either 
Schattel or hie secretary, Mrs. (fnu) Lehmann, and SUBJECT’s wife uaually 
collected his pay from the clubhouse. For every day that a student missed 
school, ten (10) DMO was deducted from his pay and for being tardy to 
classes, a proportionate amount was also deducted. However, the students 
were able to have excused absences from school, such as for illness, for 
which no money was deducted. 


In addition to their regular monthly salaries, SUBJECT and the 
other atudents were able to receive additional suma of money by winning 
premiums. Two (2) types of premiums were awarded. The first type, amount- 
ing to fifty (50) DMO, was given to each student who attended every clasa 
during the month without an unexcused absence. If the students who qualified 
.for thie premium attained good grades for the month, the premium would be 
given in the sum of one hundred (100) DMO. SUBJECT received the premium of 
fifty i DMO each month; however, never received the premium of one hun- 
dred (100) DMO, primarily because he never etudied and his grades were always 
very poor. In January 1956, this premium was reduced to twenty-five (25) 
and fifty (50) DMO per month, respectively. In addition to this type of 
premium, a second type of premium was awarded. SUBJECT's olasa and the class 
of Moroccans were divided into three (3) teams. The Moroccans were in one 
team and SUBJECT's class was divided into the other two (2) teams. These 
three (3) teame then competed among themselves for the premium, which wag 
awarded to the team that had the highest scholastic average for the sehool 
year which ended on 31 July 1955. The winning team received two hundred 
(200) DMO and the second team received one hundred and sixty (160) DMO, which 
was divided among the team members. The team leader of the third team re- 
ceived a bonus of twenty-five (25) DMO. SUBJECT's team, which was composed 
of Hutto, Bulson, and himself, ended in third Place and Hutto, who was team 
leader, received the bonus of twenty-five (25) DMO. Phie latter premium waa 
eliminated when the new classes began on 1] September 1955. The only other 
premium or bonus that SUBJECT received while attending sohool was at Christ- 
mae, 1955, when all of the foreigners in Bautsen received bonuses. At this 
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time, SUBJECT received one hundred (100) DMO. Other foreigners received 
bonuses ranging from two hundred and fifty (250) DMO to eighty (80) DMO. 


SUBJECT's attendance at this school is divided into three (3) phases 
In the first phases, from April 1955 until the latter part of May 1955, 
SUBJECT attended school five (5) days each week from 0800 to 1230 hours and 
from 1400 to 1545 hours, Monday through Friday. On Saturdays, the students 
participated in organized athletics at the clubhouse. During thia phase, 
SUBJECT received instruction in the following subjects for the average number 
of hours per week indicated: German language, ten (10) hours per week; 
tiathematics, five (5) hours per week; geography, three (3) hours per week; 
mechanical drawing, two (2) hours per week; and politics, ten (10) hours per 
week. The German language classes were taught by Heinz Schmidt and the 
classes on mathematics, geography, and politics were taught by Wolfgang Noack. 
An unidentified German taught the mechanical drawing classes. Examinations 
were given periodically on each subject, with a German language test being 
given each week. The grades of the students were generally based on the re- 
sults of these examinations. SUBJECT claims that he had little interest in 
the subject matter presented in any of these classes, including the German 
language classes. He explains his lack of interest by stating that soon 
after his arrival in Bautzen in 1955, he became dissatisfied with the life 
in Bautzen and had started to think about eventually returning to United 
States control. SUBJECT had no interest in learning German, because he al- 
ways conversed with his wife in English. SUBJECT insists that he had abso- 
lutely no interest in the political classes and that he never studied for 
this subject and usually had poor grades on his examinations on this subject. 
Noack normally taught this subject in the German language, although he oan 
speak English. SUBJECT describes the classes on politics as pertaining to 


_ the theory and hietory of communism and to the history of communist countries 


Because hig ignorance of German made it difficult for him to understand the 
class, SUBJECT will not state whether this class was anti-American in nature 
or whether the instructor ever advocated the overthrow of the United States 
Government by force. 


SUBJECT's second phase of attendance at this school lasted from the 
latter part of May 1955 until 31 July 1955. During thie period, SUBJECT 
attended classes in the school on Mondays and Tuesdays from 0800 to 1230 
houre and from 1400 to 1545 hours. On Wedneadays, Thursdays, and Fridays, 
SUBJECT was employed in the VEB (Volkseigenor Betrieb-People's-owned enter- 
prise) Lowa Waggonbau (Lowa Railroad Car Construction), located in Bautsen. 
SUBJECT's employment at the VEB Lowa was part of the school curriculum and 
his work at this factory wae graded the same as at school. SUBJECT received 
no extra pay while employed in apftegl. where he was, taught to work with

metal by two (2) instruotore, fegler and (tnu)fopech (phonetio). | seh 
SUBJECT worked at the VEB Lowa f4rom 0730 to 1200 hours and from 1230 to /1600~ 
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hours. While attending classes at the school, SUBJECT received instruction 
in the same subjects, although in a proportionately less amount of hours. 


On 31 July 1955, the school in the clubhouse was closed for a one 
(1) month vacation and was re-opened on 1 September 1955, During this month, 
the foreigners were allowed to do what they desired; however, they were not I 
permitted to travel freely. SUBJECT and his wife were permitted to make one 
(1) trip during this period when all of the foreigners in Bautzen went on an 
outing to Hinterhermsdorf (¥S5541), a@ resort area near Bautzen that is more 
commonly referred to as the "Saechsische Schweiz" (Saxon Switzerland). This 
trip only lasted one (1) day and the foreigners were accompanied on the trip 
by Schattel and eg vane the Kulturleiter (Cultural Director) in the )qheue 
clubhouse. On 6 August 1955, SUBJECT married AnnemarieBinfalt in the OG . 
Standesamt (Registrar's Office) in Bautzen. ‘SUBJECT did not. marry Einfalt 
sooner because of a lack of funds. Vo Sig ieee 


Zo On 1 September 1955, classes commenced again at the school. Hutto 

“‘and Boyd had graduated from the school on 31 July 1955, and it was during 
SUBJECT's third phase of attendance at the school that Alvarez, Pulley, 

Johnetone and Santacreu joined his class. Turner was serving a prison term 

during this period and did not return to the school. Since most of the mem- 

bers of SUBJECT's class were new arrivals in Bautzen, the course was started 

from the beginning, so that part of SUBJECT's instruction was repetition. 

During this period, SUBJECT attended classes Mondays through Fridays and 

received instruction in the same subjects that he did in the first phase and : 
for approximately the same number of hours per week that he did rthe first : 
phase of his attendance at the school. In June 1955, Heinr Fuchs, who had 
been supervisor of the school, was transferred to an unknown position in 7 
Dresden, GDR, and to the best of SUBJECT's knowledge, Schattel assumed his/):|” 
duties. In September 1955, Schattel was sent to a school in East Berlin and 
Manfred Noack, the Kulturleiter, assumed Schattel's duties. Schattel even- 
tually returned to Bautzen in approximately August 1956 and resumed his 

duties as Klubleiter in the clubhouse. Noack returned to his duties as 
Kulturleiter. At Christmas 1955, school waa recessed for several days and 
classes were resumed on approximately 1 January 1956. Upon his return to 

school from Christmas vacation, SUBJECT was told that he would soon graduate, 
providing that he successfully passed his examinations. SUBJECT did pass 

his examinations and on 31 January 1956, he and Bulson were graduated from 

the school. The remainder of the persons in SUBJECT's olass continued their 
studies, 


Upon graduation from the school, SUBJECT was given employment as a 
machinist at the VEB Fortechritt, a factory that manufactures farm machinery. 
This factory is located in Singwitz (V85865), GDR, a small village on the 
outskirts of Bautsen, At the VEB Fortachritt, SUBJECT received an average of 
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two hundred and ninety (290) DMO per month, including any extra money that 
he earned by exceeding the daily quota that was given him. SUBJECT was paid 
every Friday. Arthur Boyd wae also employed in the YEB Fortschritt in the i 
same capacity as SUBJECT; however, Boyd was earning an average monthly salary 
of approximately six hundred (600) DMO. SUBJECT objected to thie fact, but 
his own pay was never increased. In SUBJECT's opinion, Boyd received more 
money for doing the same type of work as SUBJECT because Boyd participated 
in all communist organizations and functions, while SUBJECT refused to par- 
ticipate in any of them. Because he was not earning enough money with which 
he could adequately support his family, SUBJECT resigned his employment with 
the VEB Fortschritt on 1 June 1956, and immediately found employment with 
the VEB Schrott, a scrap metal factory located in Bautzen. At the VEB Schrot}, 
SUBJECT was employed as a common laborer and his duties consisted of riding 
a truck to various small villages located in the vicinity of Bautzen, where 
he and his co-workers would collect scrap metal and bring it back to the 
factory in Bautzen. For this work, SUBJECT received an average. of three 
hundred and sixty (360) DMO per month, including over-time pay. James Pulley 
was the only other foreigner employed with SUBJECT in this factory. SUBJECT 
remained at the VEB Schrott until 19 January 1957. On 1 January 1957, a 
maximum forty-five (45) hour work week was instituted throughout the GDR 
and since SUBJECT had been working much more than forty-five (45) hours per 
week, hia pay was reduced to an average of three hundred (300) DMO per month. 
SUBJECT found that this eum was not sufficient to support his family, and he, 
therefore, resigned on 19 January 1957. SUBJECT then applied to Schattel 
for new employment. Schattel found SUBJECT employment in the steel depart- 
ment of the VEB Lowa Waggonbau and on 4 February 1957, SUBJECT commenced 
working as a molder in the VEB Lowa. Cliffo phy and Daltoerioey, both 
Us.nationalsa, were employed with SUBJECT at the Lowa at this time. SUBJECT 
remained at this position until 4 March 1957, when he resigned again because 
the work was too difficult and the pay again too emall. For the one (1) 
month that he did work, he received three hundred (300) DMO. SUBJECT again 
applied to Schattel for employment, who became very angry at SUBJECT for his 
continual changing of employment. On 7 Maroh 1957, SUBJECT returned to the 
VEB Schrott, where he performed the same duties that he had when he worked 
at this factory from June 1956 until January 1957. SUBJECT also received 
the same average monthly pay that he had received when he resigned, which 
amounted to three hundred (300) DMO per month. SUBJECT had to accept this 

| position because no other employment was available. No other foreigners 
| were employed with SUBJECT in the VEB Schrott during this period. SUBJECT 
| remained in thia position until he returned to United States control in 
August 1957. j

- Because SUBJECT was unable to earn enough money with which he and 
his family could live, SUBJECT's wife was aleo foroed to find employment. 
For a short while after their arrival in Bautzen, SUBJECT's wife picked 
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potatoes in a farm outside of Bautzen for which she received seven (7) DMO 
per day. However, SUBJECT made her stop this work because it was too diffi- 
cult for her. She later found employment at the RFT (Radio Funktechnik- 
Radio Factory) in Bautzen where she worked for only two (2) weeks and then 
resigned because of insufficient pay. SUBJECT cannot recall the period of 
her employment at the RFT. In approximately May 1957, SUBJECT's wife found 
employment in the baggage department of the railroad station in Bautzen, 
where she was employed until SUBJECT and his family returned to United States 
contro] in August 1957. SUBJECT'’s wife received an average salary of two 
hundred and twenty (220) DMO per month. Other than the salaries that he and 
his wife earned during their stay in Bautzen, SUBJECT had no other steady 
source of inoome. During the period that he was unemployed from 19 January 
1957 until 4 March 1957, SUBJECT received a total of one hundred and fifty 
(150) DMO from the social welfare organization in Bautzen. SUBJECT'e mother- 
in-law, who resides in Moelln (PE1143), FRG, (Federal Republic of Germany), 
periodically sent SUBJECT and his wife food and clothing. SUBJECT would 
usually sell the clothing to people in Bautzen so that he could obtain more 
money. SUBJECT never received any money from any other source during his 
satay in Bautzen. SUBJECT denies that he ever wrote any newspaper or magazine 
articles while in the GDR or that he ever received any money for participat- 
ing in any communist function in the GDR. spt ge 


Shortly aftar SUBJECT had commenced nang Siseade at the school 
in April 1955, Figbitnoen, a Dutch national, approached SUBJECT and asked | 
him to join the (Freie Deutsche Jugend - Free German Youth). Jansen be 
described the FDJ as being a communist organization which would be of great ie 
help to SUBJECT during his life in the GDR. Jansen gave SUBJECT an applica- 
tion blanks however, SUBJECT threw it away without completing it. SUBJECT 
states that he never became a member of the FDJ and he never participated 
in any of the functions of the FDJ. SUBJECT explains his refusal to join 
this organization by atating that his wife advised him against it and because 
he never had any interest in the organization. During his satay in Bautszen, 
Jansen, who was president of the FDJ for a short while, and Johnny Thomas, 
a British national who was then secretary ore ne FDJ, continually asked yee 


SUBJECT to join this organization. Pet arley, a British national who fe 
presently president of the organizatitn, and Schattel also occasionally asked 
SUBJECT to become a member of the FDJ. SUBJECT always refused to beoome a 
member, but never received any punishment for this refusal. Soon after hia 
arrival in Bautgen, SUBJECT was also asked.to become a member of the GDSF 
(Gesellschaft fuer Deutsch-Spwjetiasche Freundschaft-Society for German- : 
Soviet Friendehip)..by Heingionntde, the German language teagher in the Osk 
echool. Sohmidt was pr dent of the GDSF chapter that had been eatabligned 
in Bautson for the foreigners., Schmidt explained that the GDSF wae an 
organisation that had been established in the GDR so that the people of the 
GDR could learn about the USSR and ito ise and how the Soviet eee? 
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wanted to bring peace to the world. Schmidt offered SUBJECT? application 
blanks to the GDSP on a few occasions, but SUBJECT always refused to accept 
them. SUBJECT insists that he never beoame @ member of the GDSF, primarily 
because he had no interest in any organization. 


_ Phe only organization which SUBJECT joined during the entire period 
of his stay in the GDR was the, FDGB (Freier Deutscher Gesellschaftsbund - 
Free German Trade Union), the labor union that is found throughout the GDR. 
When he first started to work in January 1956 in the VEB Portschritt, 

SUBJECT was asked to join the PDGB by the plant secretary of the FDGB in the 
factory. SUBJECT cannot recall this person's name at the present time. 
SUBJECT always refused to join, however, because he did not have any intorest 
in labor unions. In early September 1956, while employed at the VEB Schrott, 
SUBJECT was approached by the FDGB Plant secretary in the VEB Schrott to join 
the FDGB. At this time, SUBJECT was awaiting the birth of his baby and the 
plant secretary stated that if SUBJECT became a member of the FDGB, the 
organization would give SUBJECT a bonus when the baby was born. Since he 
could use the money, SUBJECT voluntarily completed a membership blank for the 
FDGB and gave it to the plant secretary in the VEB Schrott. SUBJECT received 
his membership book within two (2) daye. When SUBJECT's son, MattX'Holland, 
was born on 9 September 1956..in..Bautzen “EHS ' FDGB gave SUBJECT a bonus of 
fifty (50) DMO. On. approximately 30 September 1956, the plant secretary 
approached SUBJECT and requested that SUBJECT? pay his first month's dues in 
the FDGB, which amounted to six (6) DMO. SUBJECT refused to pay the dues and 
through Schattel, SUBJECT was required to return the fifty (50) DMO bonus to 
the PDGB. SUBJECT never paid dues to the FDGB during the entire period of 
his stay in Bautzen and never attended any meetings or functions of thie 
organization, He also never received any benefits of this organisation and 
eventually destroyed his FDGB membership book. SUBJECT Was never a menber 

of any other organization while in the GDR nor was he ever approached at any 
time to join any organizations other than the PDGB, FDJ, and the GDSF. For 

a short period of time, SUBJECT's wife was a member of the DFD (Demokratischer 
Frauenbund Deutschlandse-Demooratic Women's League of Germany), but ehe never 
participated in any of the functions of this organization and left the 
organization after a short period of time. : 


During his stay in Bautsen, SUBJECT and his wife seldom visited the 
clubhouse and they never partioipated in any of the functions of the olub- 
house, other than attending some of the dances and some of the movies that 
are ahown there weekly. SUBJECT denies that he ever attended any of the 
meetings that were held in the clubhouse, including meetings of the FDJ, 
BUBJECT's wife stated on several occasions that SUBJECT should at least ap- 
pear for some of theae meetings eo that he would not get into trouble with 
Sohattel and the other personalities connected with the clubhouse. SUBJ ECT 
Alwayo refused, because he did. not want to participate in any politioal 
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activities connected with communism and the GDR. SUBJECT was never repri- 
manded for his failure to attend these functions; however, Schattel usually 
reprimanded SUBJECT's wife. Schattel apparently believed that SUBJECT's 

wife was forcing SUBJECT to stay away from these events. Phe only functions 
in which SUBJECT participated while in Bautzen occurred on 1 May 1955 and 

1 May 1956, when he and his wife participated in the parade that was held in 
Bautzen on these dates. SUBJECT asserts that he did not receive any remunera 
tion for his participation in these parades, other than a free meal. When he 
was invited to participate in the parade that was held on 1 May 1957, SUBJECT 
refused, although he heard that foreigners received sixty (60) DMO each for 
their participation. SUBJECT explains that at this time, he was completely 
dissatisfied with hig life in Bautzen and no longer wanted to have anything 
to do with any of the affairs that took place there. No attempt was made to 
force SUBJECT to participate in this parade, although Schattel again blamed 
SUBJECT's wife for SUBJECT's failure to march in the parade. 


‘In June 1955, Schattel inquired as to whether SUBJECT would desire 
to move to an apartment of his own. SUBJECT agreed, since he did not snjoy 
residing with Hutto and his wife, both of whom SUBJECT and hia wife disliked 


and both of whom SUBJECT suspects may have been acting as informants for the 
GDR authorities in Bautzen. SUBJECT was then given an apartment at rl 
Marx Strasse 7, Bautzen, which had formerly been occupied by Sinopfetoy, a 
Prench national. LeRoy had escaped from Bautzen and returned t ench con- 
trol-a few weeks before. At the same time, Schattel offered SUBJECT the é 
furniture of LeRoy, which Schattel had apparently confiscated. SUBJECT ao-/ 
cepted this furniture, although he was required to pay eight hundred (800) . 
DMO for the furniture. Since SUBJECT did not have this large amount of 
money, Schattel arranged for SUBJECT to pay thirty (30) DMO per month for the 
furniture. SUBJECT still owed some money on this furniture at the time he 
returned to United States control in August 1957. For this apartment, 
SUBJECT was required to pay his landlord, name unknown, twenty-five (25) DMO 
per month as rent. Schattel later had this rent reduced to twelve (12) DMo 
per month because he considered the other sum to be too high. In November 
1955, an exohange of apartments ocourred between SUBJECT, Raymond Hutto, and 
Clifford/Murphy. Murphy, who had been residing at Ziegelstrasse JT, exchanged 
apartments with Hutto, who was still residing at Taschenberg 2. Hutto then 
exchanged hie new apartment with SUBJECT, since SUBJECT desired a larger 
apartment. SUBJECT then moved to Ziegelstrasse 7, and resided in thie apart- 
ment until December 1956. The rent on this apartment amounted to thirteen 
(13) DMO per month. In December 1956, SUBJECT moved to Toepfersatrasse 10, 
Hautzen, because his wife was diasatisfied with their previous apartment. 
SUBJECT and hia family resided in thie apartment until: hie return to United 
States oontrol. 
SUBJECT had only slight contact with the Mf3 (Ministorium fuer Staatd- 
_ Siohorhott-Miniotry for State Seourity) during hie stay in Bautson, although 
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his wife was much more seriously involved. SUBJECT's contact was limited 
to short talks with Mister "X" and with (fnu) Buerger and (fnu) Siegel, two 
(2) male Germans from Dresden who SUBJECT believes to be members of the MfS. 
Buerger and Siegel periodically came to Bautzen on inspection trips and so 
the foreigners in Bautzen could present their complaints to then. SUBJECT 
never presented any complaints to these two (2) men, but occasionally spoke 
informally with them in the clubhouse during their visits. Shortly after 
the arrival of SUBJECT and his wife in Bautzen in March 1955, SUBJECT's wife 
was ordered to report to the Kreisrat (County Office) in Bautzen, where she 
was questioned by an unidentified Soviet male and by Mister "X." SUBJECT 
did not accompany her on this trip. At this meeting, the two (2) men asked 
whether SUBJECT's wife would be willing to make a trip to the FRG in order 
to gather some information for the GDR. No further details were related to 
SUBJECT's wife regarding this proposed trip. The two (2) men further stated 
that if she agreed to go, her husband would be taken from Bautzen and placed 
in a house so that he could not escape. However, SUBJECT's wife refused to 
agree to do this mission since she did not want to become involved with the 
MfS. Although she did not learn the nature of this mission to the FRG, 
SUBJECT's wife suspected that it involved espionage. After her refusal, the 
two (2) men required SUBJECT's wife to sign 6 statement that she would not 
relate any of the information disclosed at the meeting to anyone. SUBJECT's 
wife stated that she would relate this incident to her husband, to which the 
two (2) men agreed. Upon her return home, SUBJECT's wife related the entire 
incident to SUBJECT in their apartment. Approximately one (1) month later, 
Jankowski approached SUBJECT's wife and stated that the police had told her 
to inform SUBJECT's wife that she was to keep quiet about her contact with 
the Soviet and Mister "X." A short while later, SUBJECT's wife was ordered 
to report to the clubhouse. SUBJECT accompanied her and upon their arrival 
at the clubhouse, they were met by the unidentified GDR official whom 
SUBJECT had met at the unidentified GDR installation located near Berlin, 
where SUBJECT and Turner were detained in February 1955. This person then 
ordered SUBJECT to leave. SUBJECT later learned from his wife that this 
person had severely reprimanded hie wife for talking to unauthorised persons 
about the mission that had been offered to her by the Soviet and Mister "X." 
His wife denied that she had told anyone other than SUBJECT, but the man 
apparently did not believe her. After threatening her with prison if she 
again spoke about thia inoident, SUBJECT's wife was excused. Both SUBJECT 
and hie wife believe that Hutto's wife, siaciiehfutto, 1 stened at SUB J i a) 
door when his wife was discussing the affair’ to SUBJECT=and!-(hrert—Hu, CNS: ACR 
wife then informed either Sohattel or some other person about the incident. 
After the warning from the man from Berlin, SUBJECT 's wife received no BOTS CG 
offers to work for the MfS in the FRG and SUBJECT is convinced that his wife’, “ 
never performed any miasion for the Mf8 during their stay in the GDR. 


SUBJECT's wife made at least four (4) trips away from Bautzen during 
her stay in the GDR. In July 1955, while SUBJECT wag on a sighteceing trip 
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with the school to a steel mill in Riesa (US8185), GD a8 uot Ne Si et is 
travejed to East Berlin, where she visited Charlottes lie, the wife “6c 
JackX{¥Hillie, a US_Army defector in the GDR. ariottesanl his wife had become 
agq@uatnted with Charlotte HilTie during some of the trips that the woman 
made to Bautzen from Berlin. SUBJECT believes that his wife entered West 
Berlin on this occasion, but only in order to do some shopping. In July 
1957, SUBJECT's wife again traveled to West Berlin in order to visit the 
American Consulate. Her purpose for this visit was to determine what would 
happen to SUBJECT if he returned. To the best of SUBJECT's knowledge, his 
wife made no other trips to Berlin during their stay in the GDR, but admits 
that it is possible that she may have made one other trip that he cannot 
presently recall. In addition to these trips to Berlin, SUBJECT's wife made 
two (2) trips to the FRG in order to visit her mother in Moelln, FRG. These 
visits occurred in February 1957 and in April 1957, and her only purpose in 
these visits was to visit her mother. To the best of SUBJECT's knowledge, 
his wife visited no other city other than Moelln, FRG, and he does not know 
whether anyone accompanied her on these trips. These were the only occa- 
sions that SUBJECT's wife ever traveled outside of Bautzen and other than 
the sight-seeing trip to Riesa, GDR, and to Hinterhermsdorf, GDR, SUBJECT 
himself made no other trips outside of Landkreis Bautzen during his stay in 
the GDR.

SUBJECT's mother-in-law, (fnu) Einfalt, visited SUBJECT and his wife 

on two (2) occasiona in Bautzen, once at their wedding in August 1955 and 

‘ once in August 1957. In August 1955, Renate Einfalt, the younger sister of 
SUBJECT's wife, accompanied the mother, and in August 1956, Dagmar (l1nu), 
a cousin of SUBJECT's wife, accompanied the mother. SUBJECT's wife also kept 
in contact with her mother by periodically writing to her. SUBJECT himself 
only wrote to his mother in the United States on three (3) or four (4) 
occasions. When his mother-in-law visited him in August 1955 and August 1956 
SUBJECT gave her letters to his mother that the mother-in-law was to post in 
the FRG. In addition, when writing to her mother, SUBJECT's wife would en- 
close notes from SUBJECT that the mother was to mail to SUBJECT's mother in 
the United States. In 1956, SUBJECT received a letter from his father that 
was mailed direct to hie address in Bautzen. This waa the only occasion 
that SUBJECT received mail direct from the United States. On a few ocoa- 
sions, SUBJECT's mother wrote to his mother-in-law in Moelln, who then 
forwarded the letters to SUBJECT. SUBJECT cannot eatimate how many letters 
he received in this manner from his mother. SUBJECT corresponded with no 
other person during the entire period of his stay in the GDR. 


Soon after his arrival in Bautzen, SUBJECT became very diesatisfied 
with his life there and realized that he had mado a mistake. Therefore, 
SUBJECT decided that he would return to United States control at the firat 
opportunity. Pinally, in July 1955, SUBJECT decided that he would attompt to 
return when he recaived bia vacation on 1 Augueat 1957. 0 
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On 12 August 1957, Bobby F. HOLLAND, Pfc, US 53 172 502, born 14 
September 1932 in Rockmart, Georgia, after having been advised of his rights 
under Article 31 of the Uniform Code of Military Justice, was interrogated 
regarding the circumstances surrounding his return to United States control 
in Berlin (0U9220), Germany. SUBJECT stated substantially the following: 


Shortly after hie arrival in Bautzen (V¥S6070), GDR (German Demo- 
cratic Republic), in March 1955, SUBJECT began to become dissatisfied with 
his life and realized that he had made a mistake in defecting to the GDR. 

SUBJECT cannot state at what particular moment he came to this conclusion 

or point to any particular event or incident that made him decide that he 

wanted to leave the GDR. SUBJECT describes his arrival at the decision to 

return as being a gradual process that occurred during the first few months 

that he and his wife were in Bautzen. SUBJECT made no attempt to return i 
during 1955 and 1956, primarily because he was afraid of the punishment that | 

he would receive from the United States Army when he did return or the 
punishment that he would receive from the GDR authorities if he were appre- | 
hended while trying to escape. In addition, SUBJECT's wife was pregnant 

much of 1956 and he did not want to return until after the birth of the 

baby. 


In early 1957, SUBJECT asked Heinz Schattel, the director of the 
Haus fuer Internationale Solidaritaet (House for International Solidarity), bee 
Wallsatrasse 4, Bautzen, whether he and his wife could go to Leipzig (US1791) 4 
GDR, to reside. Schattel refused, stating that SUBJECT had no valid reason | 
for wanting to go to Leipzig. SUBJECT had actually desired to move to 
Leipzig because he believed that it would be easier for him to escape from 
there than from Bautzen. SUBJECT and his wife, who was also very desirous 
of leaving the GDR, decided that they would leave Bautgen as soon as possi- 
ble. They originally planned to attempt to return in March 1957; however, 
poatponed their plans because they believed that their son, Maik Holland, 
born 9 September 1956, was too young to travel. In July 1957, SUBJECT's 
wife proposed that she come to West Berlin and speak with the Amarican 
authorities in an attempt to determine what would happen to SUBJECT when he 
returned. SUBJECT agreed to let her do thia and she came to West Berlin 
the latter part of July 1957. SUBJECT's wife was able to travel without 
difficulty to West Berlin, since she was permitted to travel freely through- 
out the GDR. SUBJECT's wife oontucted the United States Consulate in Weat 
Berlin and returned to Bautzen on 2 August 1957. SUBJECT's wife received 
no promisea from Amerioan authorities in Berlin and was only told that her 
husband's cuae would bo determined whenever he surrendered to United Statea 
authorities. 
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Prior to his wife's trip to West Berlin, SUBJECT had decided that 
the best time for him to attempt to escape from Bautzen would be during the 
period that he was ne to have his innual vacation from his place of 
employment in Bautzen. SECT's vac n was scheduled from 1 August 1957 
to 18 August 1957. When - s wife returned to Bautzen on 2 August 1957, 
SUBJEC? and his wife decided to leave immediately for West ‘Berlin, since 
SUBJECT had begun his vacation as scheduled. At approximately 2500 hours, 
3 August 1957, SUBJECT and his wife, together with their son, walked from 
Bautzen to Kubschuetz (VS6568), GDR, a small village located approximately 
five a kilometers from Bautzen, where they boarded a train for Loebau 
(V¥S7660 GDR, at approximately 0100 hours, 4 August 1957. SUBJECT decided 


to take the train from Kubschuetz rather than from Bautzen in order to avoid | 


meeting anyone that he knew. In addition, SUBJECT's wife was employed in 
the railroad station in Bautzen and she might meet some of her co-workers. 
SUBJECT did not meet anyone in Kubschuetz and they boarded the train with- 
out difficulty. Upon arrival in Loebau at approximately 0145 hours, 4 
August 1957, SUBJECT and his family waited for the express train to Berlin, 
which arrived at approximately 0200 hours. Upon boarding this train, 
SUBJECT took a seat in one compartment, while his wife and son occupied a 


seat in another compartment. SUBJECT did this so that if he was apprehended | 


by the police, hia wife and child might have the opportunity to evade the 


police. When SUBJECT first entered the compartment, only a few persons were | 


on the train; however, the train soon filled with passengers and SUBJECT 
decided to stand rather than to sit. 


At approximately O700 hours, 4 August 1957, the train stopped at 
an unidentified GDR police check-point, where the identification documents 
of all of the passengers were checked. When the police arrived at SUBJECT's 
compartment, he showed them his GDR Aufenhaltserlaubnis fuer Auslaender 
(Permission to Reside for Foreigners). However, while showing this docu- 
ment to them, SUBJECT covered up his nationality with one finger and 
covered up the stamp which referred the police to page sixteen (16) of 
SUBJECT's identification document with another finger. On page sixteen was 
a stamp which restricted SUBJECT to the limits of Landkreis (County) Bautzen 


If the police had read this restriction, SUBJECT would have been immediately | 


apprehended. However, the policeman examining the documents only glanced 
at SUBJECT's document and then proceedad on. The police left the train a 
short while later and the train continued to East Berlin. ‘This was the 
only time that SUBJECT wae checked during the entire trip from Bautzen to 
Berlin. 


At approximately O800 hours, 4 August 1957, SUBJECT and hia family 
departed from the train at the Berlin-Schoenefelde (Soviet Sector) station. 
From this atation, SUBJECT and his wife walked to the home of Charlotte 
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Hillie, the wife of Jack Hillie, a United States Army defector in the GDR. 
At Hillie's home, located at Megedestrasse 5, Berlin-Johannisthal (Soviet 
Sector), SUBJECT and his wife ate breakfast and rested. SUBJECT remained 
in the house until approximately 1900 hours, 4 August 1957, when he left 
Hillie's house and walked to the border between East Berlin and West Berlin. 
SUBJECT's wife accompanied him part of the way, but did not cross with 
SUBJECT. They had decided that his wife should come over on the following 
day. SUBJECT arrived at the border where Stubenrauchstrasse crosses the 
Teltower Canal. SUBJECT observed the GDR customs police at the bridge over 
the canal for a few minutes and noticed that they seldom stopped anyone. 
Finally, SUBJECT walked pass the customs police over the bridge and entered 
West Berlin. The customs police made no attempt to stop SUBJECT. While 
SUBJECT was crossing the bridge, a United States Army Military Police 
vehicle, containing two (2) military policemen, stopped at the West Berlin 
side of the bridge. As soon as he saw this vehicle, SUBJECT approached it 
and after identifying himself, surrendered to the two (2) military police- 
men, SUBJECT was then driven to the Office of the Provost Marshal, Berlin 
Command, APO 742, where he was briefly questioned and then placed in the US 
military hospital in Berlin. 
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On 14, 15, and 16 August 1957, Bobby F. HOLLAND, PFC, US 53 172 502, 
born 14 September 1932, at Rockmart, Georgia, after being advised of his 
rights under the provisions of Article 31, Uniform Code of Military Justice, 
was interrogated concerning his knowledge of US (United States) personnel 
residing in the GDR (German Democratic Republic). HOLLAND stated substan- 
tially the following: can

a. Georgef{Stabley: Stabley -was~in nhlitzen (VS $6070), GDR, when 
SUBJECT first arrived there in the latter part of March 1955; however, 
SUBJECT did not meet him until September 1955. SUBJECY first met Stabley 
at the Haus fuer Internationale Solidaritaet (House for International Soli- 
darity), Vallstrasse 4, Bautzen, which is more commonly known to defectees 
as "the clubhouse". SUBJECT knew Stabley only on a very cesual basis. 
SUBJECT knows nothing concerning the reason Stibley defected to the GDR; 
however, he assumes that his reasons were not »,olitical. SUBJECT knows 
that Stabley requested political usylum in the GDh beceuse any US national 
must do so before getting to Bautzen. SUBJECT does not know whether Stabley 
belongs to any of the political organizations in Ruutgen. 


SUBJECT describes Stubley us being one of the more conservitive 
US defectees in Bautzen, in that he is a light drinker, is never in uny sort 
of trouble, and does not take part in any of the celebrztlons in Beutzen. 
Stubley is married to & German national and has one child (nume unknown). 
SUBJECT last suw Stubley in the middle of July 1957 at the clubhouse at 
which time Stabley told SUBIECT that his health was poor in that he hed 
stomach and back wilments. Further, Stubley told SURJECT- that he would not 
hesitate to return to US-control if it were not for his wife and child.

arrived there i late Maroh 1955. “SUBJFCT last saw him in June 1957, und 
he presently resides tn Zittau (US85438), GDR, where he ie attending some 
sort of uo school.

wots Smith is highly co-operative with GDR Officials and is a member of all 

ae] political organtvatlons that he is eligible to join. SUBJECT belleves Smith 
to be an avid commundia & and undoubledly defucted becauue he renlly beltevas 
dn communi Sintth has tried to recruit SURIECT and other US nelionals 
into the various pulitlical orvantentions in the GDR. omith wan the oecre tury 
or treasurer of the DJ (Prete Deulache Juyend-Free German Youth) unit: of 
allied dafectaes. amith tee told SUBJECT and others that he is a civiltan 
und. wat formerly in the Navy.

In early April 1955, GDR authorities 
made arrangements for SiJBJECT and Annemarie Einfalt to live with Hutto 
until proper facilities could be made available for SUBJECT. SUBJECT 
lived with Hutto for ayproximately two (2) months at Taschenberg 2, Bautzen. 
SUBJECT also attended the Allied Defectees' School with Hutto. Hutto took 
a lot of interest in his studies and was commended by GDR authorities for 
doing so. SUBJECT believes Hutto belongs to all political organizations 
that he is eligible to join. SUBJECT does know that he attended FDJ meet- 
ings and wears a silver pin which is given only to very active FDJ members. 


Nutto indicated to SUBJECT that he defected to the GDR hecause 
he was in trouble with the Army. Although Hutto was very active in the 
FDJ, he never tried to entice SUBJECT into the orgunization. 


A ee SUBJECT lauat saw Hutto in July 1957 at the ciubhouse. Fe presently 


resides on Karl Marx Strasse, Bautzen, and is employed in an unknown 
fuctory that makes trucks. Hutto has told SUBJECT that he would never 
return to US-control. Ait as he Bile

f. Clifford Murphy: Murphy was in Bautzen when SUBJECT first 
arrived there in late March 1955. SUBJECT last saw 'furphy in July 1957. 
Murphy is married and resides at Taschenberg 2, Bautzen. From February 
1956 to June 1956, SUBJECT and Murphy were both employed at the VEB 
(Volkseigener Betrieb-Peoples Owned Enterprise), Fortschritt, which manu- 
factures farm machinery. Both were general laborers whose duties were 
identicul; however, Murphy was paid approximately four hundred (400) DMO 
more than SUBJECT. SUBJECT attempted to learn the reason for this from 
factory officials but was not successful. SUBJECT believes the reason 
was because Murphy was highly co-operative in political matters. SUBJECT 
is not sositive but believes that Murphy belongs to all the political 
and labor organizations that he is eligible to join. 


Murphy told SUBJECT that he had escaped from a US Army stockade 
to defect to the GDR. He said he was in the stockade due to passing bad 
checks. SUBJECT knows that Murphy requested political asylum in the GDR 
because any US national coming to Bautzen must do so. SUBJECT does not 
believe Murzhy actually believes in communium but is only un op.ortunist 
who would co-operate with any political movement that would enhance his 
living conditions.

Both were general laborers whose duties ware 
identical; however, Hoyd received approximntealy four hundred (400) DMO 
wore then SUBJECT.

whom he came in contact while in the GDR. HOLLAND stated substantially the 
following: 


a. Heinz Schattel. Schattel is currently the Klubleiter (Club 
Director) of the clubhouse in Bautzen (VS6070), GDR, that was established 
for the use of all foreigners who were sent to Bautzen by the GDR Government. 
From approximately September 1955 until approximately August 1956, Schattel 
was attending an unknown school in East Berlin and his duties were assumed 
by Manfred Noack. In his capacity as Klubleiter, Schattel is actually 
directly responsible for all of the foreigners in Bautzen, including adminis-} 
trative matters connected with them. Schattel is married and has one (1) or { 
two (2) children. He resides in Bautzen, address unknown. Schaitel is a f 
member of the SED (Sozialistiache Einheitspartei Deutschlands-Socialist Unity | 
Party of Germany) and other communist organizations. He has never been seen 
wearing a military uniform. SUBJECT dislikes Schattel and considers him an 
unfair and partial person. SUBJECT bases this Opinion on the fact that 
Schattel would never help SUBJECT, either financially or otherwise, but al- 
ways helped other foreigners. SUBJECT admits that the foreigners who were 
helped by Schattel were those persona who were active in communist organiza- 
tions and who were suspected to be informants for Schattel. Nothing is 
known regarding Schattel's personal background.

From approxi-~ 
mately September 1955 until approximately August 1956, during the absence 
of Schattel, Noack ucted as the Klubleiter in the clubhouse. Nonck ia 
married, has two (2) children, and resides in a house that is located near 
the Lowa factory in Bautzen. Noack ia a member of the SED and appeare to be 
a convinced communist. He has never been seen wearing a military uniform, 
Noack apparently likes hia position, probably hecauge he receives a gvod 
salary for the little work thnt he is required to do.

He speaks excellent English with an Oxford 
accent and also speaks French. Schmidt is a member of the SED and is presi-

If’ hie capacity as doorkeeper, Lahode admits all persone ta 

the clubhouse and’ registere all visitors that the foreigners may bring to the 

clubhouse, Lahdée worke from 1500 houra to 2500 hourg each day. In his 

capnucity as the manager of the canteen, Lahode receives all profits of the 

oanteen and ig allowad to retain these profite ae part of his pay. Prior te» 

January 1957, all profits of the canteen were given to the ibJ (Freie Deutache 

Jugend - Free German Youth), who operated the oanteen. However, in January 

1957, the operation of the canteen waa awarded to Lahode for unKiosn rensondg. 
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Lahode ig believed to be a member of the SED and other communist organiza- 
tions. SUBJECT does not trust Lahode and believes that he would inform on 
any of the foreigners if the opportunity presented itself. He is presently 
suffering from an arrested case of tuberculosis. Nothing is known regarding 
his personal background other than that he had served in the German Army 
during World War II and had been a prisoner of the Soviets.

“Source's sone, ee ira 
was born 23° September 1941. Source uttended Volksschule (People's, io la 

in Ratibor, and Hada Happy childhood. In 1945, Source, her mother, and her@’|C 
sister fled to Olmity (nca), and then to Prague (VR6048), Czechoslovakia. © | 
They then moved to Moelln (PE1244), FRG (Federal Republic of Germany), where | 
Source's aunt, Luzi cytki, resided. Source's mother worked ag a tailor in f{ 
Moelln. In 1948, SZotrce's father returned from a Russian prison camp, and 
Source's mother divorced him. The father was the guilty person in the di- 
vorce because he always had affairs with other women, mistreated Source's 
mother, and on occesion, beat her badly. Source attended Mittelschule (High 
School) from 1945 to 1951, and received her Mittlerreifa (intermediate 
school diploma).. She became a salesgirl apprentice to Wilhelm Walbrecher 

in 1951, and worked there until 1953. 


By the end of 1953, Source's relations with her mother became strain-| 
ed; the family was poor and could not give Source the things she wanted. 
She decided to leave home. She first went to Hamburg (NE6843), FRG, and | 
then to Munich (PU9135), FRG, where she found employment as a kitchen help- 
er. Her reason for choosing Munich was that she wanted to be far enough 
from home so that she would not return if she became homesick. Source eurn- 
ed sixty (60) DMW (Deutsch Mark West-West German Marks) a month working in 
& gasthaus on Erzgiessereistraase, Munich, where she also resided for a 
short period. She was accompanied to Munich by Helga Jankowski, a girl who 
worked with her in Humburg for Wilhelm Walbrecher. source saw little of 
Jankowski after their arrival in Munich. Jankowski consorted with many 
Americun soldiers in Munich, and worked for a time for un American family. 
Source did not approve of Jankowski'ts constant chamre of male companions.

In October 1954, Source met SUBJECT in the Cafe Steiner, Munich, 
and from that time on, they saw cach other almost every day. When she first 


~ 


met SUBJECT, he wua a heuvy drinker who on occasion had drunk shuving lotion. 
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When SUBJECT and Source started going together, he stopped drinking almost 
completely. Source had the feeling that SUBJECT was a very lonely parson 
who had fallen in with bad company. SUBJECT had had serious trouble in the 
US Army before he met Source, but after that, he had no serious trouble and 
became a better soldier. 


Source and SUBJECT had talked about marriage since December 1954. 
SUBJECT's rotation date had been changed from September 1955 to February 1955 
and he found out that he would not have enough time to marry Sourée before he 
left. Initially, Source did not know about the change in SUBJECT's rotation 
date. Toward the beginning of January 1955, Source learned from one of 
SUBJECT's friends that SUBJECT would have to leave in February 1955. When 
she next met SUBJECT, she wanted to know why he had not told her, and what 
he was going to do. SUBJECT said that he would try and re-enlist, but that 
he thought he would not be accepted due to a demotion and some trouble he had 
had before he had met her. If he could not re-enlist, he wanted to know if 
Source would be willing to “go a hard way" with him. She said "yes," she 
would go anywhere with him, but she did not have any idea what he meant. 


A few days later, SUBJECT was visiting Source at her residence, 
Langackerweg 2, Munich. They were talking to Source's landlord, (fnu) Kuehne 
mund. Kuehnemund told them they could have a wonderful life in the GDR 
(German Democratic Republic), that they could be married there, and that 
SUBJECT could find a good job. Kuehnemund- extolled the GDR for quite some 
time, but SUBJECT made no comment that evening when he left Source. 


On approximately 17 January 1955, SUBJECT was restricted to his unit 
for fourteen (14) days for oversleeping. One of SUBJECT's good friends, Ted 
Miller, an American soldier, had a thirty (30) day furlough and was going to 
spend some time with Helga Jankowski in Mittenwald (PT7057), FRG. He invited 
Source to accompany them for a few weeks sinoe SUBJECT was restricted. They 
returned to Munich on 28 January 1955. 


On approximately 30 January 1957, on SUBJECT's last day of restric~ 
tion, one of SUBJECT's friends, Larry Turner, became intoxicated in the 
barracks and tore up aome military equipment. He also left some empty 
bottles by SUBJECT's bed. On the next day, Source met SUBJECT at the En- 
lieted Men's Club at Will Kaserne. SUBJECT told Source what Turner had done, 
and that he had had no part in it. However, the Duty Officer had seen the 
meses, and notified a captain, who had summoned SUBJECT. He explained to the 
captain that he had had nothing to do with the commotion, and that he had 
not been drinking. SUBJECT told Source that he did not know if he would bo 
reatricted again or not. : 


At thie point, SUBJECT asked Source if she would accompany him into 
_..the GDR. Source replied that _ghe would not, and that SUBJEOT should roturn 
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to the United States, and she would wait until he returned to Germany. 
Source asked SUBJECT if he had gotten into some new trouble with the Army. 
He said that he was not in any trouble, but he would not have time to marry 
Source and he did not want to leave her. Source was very upset and went 
home. 


On the next day, Source had a visit from Helga Jankowski. A short 
time later, Turner arrived. He said that he wanted to wait for SUBJECT, and 
that he and SUBJECT were “leaving.” He did not mention where they were going 
Turner was supposed to go to the stockade, but had absented himself from the 
Kaserne. SUBJECT arrived a short time later and told Source that they were 
going to the GDR because he did not want to leave her. Source said she 
would not go anywhere with Turner, and that SUBJECT would have to choose be- 
tween the two of them. Source argued with SUBJECT, trying to persuade him 
to return to the kaserne, but her influence on him was not strong enough. 

He would not change his mind and continually asserted that he would not leave 
her. They argued the entire afternoon and evening, but she could not change 
his mind. The four (4) people stayed at Source's apartment overnight, and 
the next night, 1 February 1955, Kuehnemund drove them to the border for one- 
hundred (100) DMW. Kuehnemund, a salesman for a Munich refrigerator appli- 
ance company, knew the area well, and had formerly lived in the GDR. During 
the trip, Kuehnemund told Source that she should use the word "vorgegeben" 
(pretended or pre-planned) as a password when she met the first high ranking 
officials. Because Kuehnemund told her than in German, neither SUBJECT nor 
Turner knew about the password. Source used this password in Berlin, but no 
one recognized it. Kuehnemund's automobile was a two-tone red and black DKW, 
an old model with American Zone of Germany license plates. They drove past 
the town of Hof (QA0878), FRG, to a position one (1) kilometer from the 
border at Toepen (QA0486), FRG, and Juchhoeh (QA0388), GDR. 


The four (4) people walked for about twenty (20) minutes until they 
oame to a VOPO (Volkspolizei-Peoples' Police) guard house, where they were 
arreated. They were then turned over to Soviet and German police, and the 
two (2) women were separated from the men. The women were interrogated for 
about three (3) hours. When asked why she came to the GDR, she answered 
that she wanted to marry SUBJECT. Both Souroe and Jankowski were acoused of 
being apies and put ina police jail, where they stayed for four (4) or five 
(5) daya. They were then taken by truck with Russian officers and guarda to 
Plauen (TR9697), GDR. They arrived at the FDJ (Preie Deutsche Jugend -- Free 
German Youth) house in Plauen, and a short while later, SUBJECT and Turner 
arrived. From there, the four (4) persons were taken to the Berlin 
Kommandantura in East Berlin, where Jankowski and Source were billeted ina 
large house. 


On the next day, an unidentified German male oame to taik to then, 
. He waa ohort, about 30 yeara old, had long, dark blond hair which he gombed _ 
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straight back, gray eyes, wore glasses, spoke good English and fluent Russian, 
and was dressed in civilian clothes. Turner then appeared and asked Jankow- 
ski whether she would like to live with him for fourteen (14) days. She re- 
plied in the affirmative. SUBJECT then appeared and asked Source the same 
question, and she answered in the affirmative. The girls were then taken to 
the Sport Hotel, located near Friedrichatrasse, Berlin-Mitte (Soviet Sector), 
where they remained for three (3) or four rf 4) weeks. They had to write an. 
autobiography, and were given one hundred (100) DMO (Deutsche Mark Ost -- 
East German Marks) and the freedom to move about in East Berlin. They were 
not allowed to see the two (2) men, but both exchanged letters with Turner 
and SUBJECT. 


In the beginning of March 1955, Source and Jankowski were taken to 
Dresden (¥S1257), GDR, being accompanied on the trip by a female MfS (Minis- 
terium fuer Staatssicherheit--Ministry for State Security) agent. She was a 
German national, approximately 25-30 years old, had short, dark hair, was 
518" tall, thin figure, brown eyes, and dressed in civilian clothing. Jan- 
kowski and Source lived in the Hotel "Roetenburgerhof" for one (1) month. 


The MfS visited them every day, and said that if SUBJECT and Turner did not 
give the MfS the information they wanted, the women would be kept in Dresden. 
They wanted a sketch of Will Kagerne, Munich. SUBJECT later told Source that 
they had drawn a false one which was returned and upon demand for a new draw- 
ing, Turner had drawn another one; however, SUBJECT refused to sign it. 
Turner signed both names. The two (2) girls were also interrogated by a MfS 
member. He was a German male, not over 30 years of age, short to medium in 
height, heavy build, dark, blond hair that was cut short, blue eyes, and was 
dressed in civilian olothing. The man spoke and wrote perfect English, even 
to the extent that he oorrected letters that SUBJECT had written. SUBJECT 
continually lied to this man regarding all of the information that he demand- 
ed from SUBJECT. 


On approximately 31 March 1955, Jankowski and Source were taken to 
Bautsen (VS6070), GDR, where SUBJECT and Turner had arrived earlier. This 
was the first time that Source had seen SUBJECT since their separation in 
East Berlin in February, 1955. Turner and Jankowski established reaidence in 
the olubhouse, Walletrasse 4, Bautzen, and Source and SUBJECT resided with 
Raymond Hutto, a US Army defectes, at Taschenberg 2, where they remained unti 
20 June 1955. At that time, they moved to Karl Marx Strasse 7, and remained 
there until Novembe 955, when they again moved, thia time to the old apart~ 
ment of Clifford L)}fifurphy, a US Ar efectos, at Ziegelstrasse 7. They 
resided there 1 Christmas ipsa, chee SUBIECT and Source moved to Toepfer- 
etrasse 10, where they resided until they returned to US control in August 
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In the beginning of April 1955, Source was approached by the MfS. 
She was told to report to the Kreisrat (District Council), Bautzen, and from 
there was taken to the Bautzen Police Station. There she met an unidentified 
Soviet national, and the small, fat interrogator from Dresden. Beer, wine, 
chocolates, and cigarettes were displayed in the room, and the men offered he 
clothing and other luxury items. Source told the men that she could not 
afford these items, and they replied that they knew a way that she could make 
easy money. She was requested to make two (2) trips to the FRG and gather 
information concerning a place that they would sketch for her. Source re- 
fused the assignment and told them she was not a spy, and did not want to be 
one. She was then forced to sign a statement that she woulda hold the conver- 
sation confidential, with the stipulation that she could mention it to her 
husband. Upon her return home, Hutto's wife stated that she knew where Souree 
had been. Source explained the meeting to SUBJECT, and he told her never to 
do any syying. 


Four (4) weeks later, the German who had interrogated her in Berlin 
came to the clubhouse to see Source. Source wag accompanied by SUBJECT, who 
was told to leave. The man told her she should not have brought SUBJECT 
there, and never to do it again. Also present at this meeting was the 
director of the clubhouse school, Heinrich Fuchs. The man from Berlin tola 
Source that she had been talking about her previous meeting with the Mfs, 
thereby violating her signed statement. The man threatened her ooncerning 
this breach, although Source told him she had told no one except her husband. 
Source told him that Mra. Hutto had known, and must have informed on her. 
Source was told that she was lying, and then was interrogated and threatened 
for two (2) hours. Then she wag released. Four (4) to six (6) weeks later, 
Mre. Hutto went to Koeln (LB5846), FRG. In Bautzen, she had been working for 
the Americans and the Soviets, and had denounced many people to the Soviets 
during her stay in the GDR. 


Source met two (2) other MfS membere at the clubhouse in Bautzen, - 
One was a man named (fnu) Buerger, a German national, about 30 years old, 
medium height, dark hair, brown eyes, spoke German with a Saxon dialect, and 
had no formal education. The man was a politioal opportunist who visited the 
meetings in Bautzen quite often. Occasionally Buerger was accompanied by a 
fat, heavy-set German, name unknown, 40-45 years old, dark hair, but partiall 
balding, brown oyes, quiet and for the most part, friendly. 


During her atay in the GDR, Source made four (4) trips; two (2) to 
Woet Borlin and two (2) to the FRG. The firet trip was in July 1955, when 
SUBJECT was visiting some ,f; ctories in the, QDR. Source was invited to spend 
a few days with Mra. Ing oyd,, tho wife Ar thup oy a, a US Army defeotee, 
and her father in the Séviet Seotor of Berlin. During the visit, they went 
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to visit Mrs. Boyd's sister who resided in Berlin-Steglitz (US Sector), 
Source had .no contact with Americans when whe was in West Berlin. 


| (ping. Mrs. Ingrid Katterg{Pulley, the wife of, James lley, qa US Army de- 
fectee, met herin Berlin. “While in Berlin, Sotir¥é 


Kx Just prior to Chrigtmas 1955, aie oh eee hets, do'ysome ‘shop- 


shopped in West Berlin, but did not associate with Americans in the few days 
they were there. Source first met lirs. Pulley in Bautzen, where she resides 
with her husband. Prior to coming to the GDR, Mrs. Pulley had spent some 


time in Augsburg (PU4060), and Munich, FRG. Source does not know any of Mrs. 


Pulley's acquaintances, other than a Gertie (Lnu), who is married to an 


American negro sergeant, who ia not in the United States,’ and who wag former - 


16 stationed in Munich in 1953 or 1954. Mrs. Pulley had also mentioned a 
Leon (Lnu), a negro US Army Military Policeman, who was fron Miami, Florida, 
and who was stationed in Berlin. Mrs. Pulley worked in a Studentenhein 
(Student Home) when she resided in Munich. She is a very intelligent woman 
who speaks excellent English. Source noticed that Mra. Pulley always seemed 
to fear the West German and West Berlin Police, and did not want to be seen 
by them. She is currently in prison in Munich, FRG, and wrote her husband, 
James Pulley, that he should go to her mother in Halberstadt (P¢4152), GDR, 
and wait for her until she gets out of prison. ; 


On 51 January 1957, Source went to Moelln, FRG, for a ten tr) day 
visit with her mother. She traveled through Berlin, and spent one 1) night 
with Mre. Hillie. On this oocasion Source did not enter Weat Berlin, nor 
did she enter West Berlin on the return trip from the FRG. 


On 9 March 1957, Source, accompanied by Mrs. Pulley, went to Munich, 


Source desired to procure some pills which would induce a miscarriage bo- 
cause she had become pregnant and she and SUBJECT could not afford another 
child. She was afraid to travel alone, and Mrs. Pulley was Willing to ac- 
company her, mainly because Mra. Pulley had just had some trouble with her 
husband in Goerlitz (089967), GDR. During approximately one (1) week that 
they were in Munich, Source and Mro. Pulley etayed in a hotel run by the Red 
Cross. Source had to stay in Munich a week because she had to take the 


tablets over a period of time, and was not allowed to bring them into the GDR| 


Source had no contact with Americans on this trip, but Mra. Pulley met an 
American soldier, namné unknown, with whom she went out. They then returned 


to Bautzen from Munich, and Mra. Pulley stayed for one (1) night with Source 


and SUBJECT. When SUBJECT heard about the trouble Mrs. Pulley had with her 


husband, he ordered her out of the house. She then returned to Munioh, pre- 


sumably to seo her new American friend. 
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ectee Stayed with Mea. 
Charlotte Hillie, Megedestrasse 5, Berlin-Johannisthal (Soviet Sector). Mrs. 
so Hillie is the wife-of Jack Hillie, a US Army defectee. Source and Hre. Pulleb 
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. While in the GDR, Source received tro (2) visits from her mother. 
The mother was very upset that Source had gone to the GDR, and continually 
chastised her for it. . 


In the time she was in the GDR, Source did not belong to the FPDGB 
(Freier Deutacher Gewerkschaftebund-Free German Trade Union) nor did SUBJECT 
belong to the FDJ. Source did belong to the DFD (Demokratischer Frauenbund 
Deutechlands - Democratic Women's League of Germany), but at that time it was 
not a political organization. It was a club that the wives of the foreigners 
in Bautzen started at the clubhouse in order to do some work in common for th 
children during the Christmas season. The club did not belong to the DPD of 
Bezirk (District) Bautzen, and when it was suggested that they join the Be- 
zirk Bautzen DFD, Source did not apply. She did hold a DFD membership book 
for the clubhouse, and paid five (5) pfennigs dues on two (2)-or three (3) 
occasions The other members of the clubhouse chapter of the DFD were Mrs. 
Brigit taqthouas, the wife ofa British national, Mrs. (fawi{Scanlan, the wife 
of a British national, Mrs. (tmubfvanson, wife of a Dutch national, Mre. Asta

Source was constantly blamed dy Fuchs, Manfred Noack and Heinz 
Schattel, GDR officials connected with the clubhouse, for the fact that 
SUBJECT was not a member of the FDJ and the FPDGB. Source at one time wanted 
to attend a translator's school, but her application was refused because she 
did not belong to any political organization. 


After residing in Bautzen for a time, Source and SUBJECT became 
dissatisfied with their life there, and began to think about returning to US 
control. SUBJECT feared his punishment when he returned, and they took no 
action on a possible escape until 1957. In July 1957, Source came to Berlin 
and contacted the US Consulate, returning to Bautzen on 2 August 1957. She 
had received no promises, and waa told that SUBJECT's case would be decided 
whenever he returned to US control. Source and SUBJECT deoided to leave the 
GDR on the 3rd of August 1957, becauae they were both on vacation from their 
work, and would not be migsed. Ay approximately 2300 hours, 3 August 1957, 
SUBJECT and Source, with their son, walked from Bautzen to Kubschuetz (¥86568 
GDR, a distanoe of approximately five (5) kilometers. There they boarded a 
train and rode to Loebau (V87660), where they waited for the express train 
to Berlin. They boarded this train at approximately 0200 hours, and 
separated, Souroe taking the child. At approximately 0700 houra, 4 August 
1957, the train was stopped at an unidentified GDR ocheck-point, where Source’? 
identification documents were checked. Then the train continued on to East 
Berlin, 
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At approximately 0800 hours, 4 August 1957, Source, SUBJECT, and tha 
child departed from the train at Berlin-Schoenefelde (Soviet Sector) station.| 
From there they walked to the home of Charlotte Hillie. They ate breakfact 
and rested, and at approximately 1900 hours, Source accompanied SUBJECT to a | 


point. near the border. SUBJECP crossed the border by means of the Stubenrauch-.. - 


strasse bridge over the Teltower Canal. Source returned to Charlotte Hillie's 
apartment, and retired for the night. Source did not cross the border with | | 
SUBJECT because they had decided if SUBJECT was apprehended, Source and the 
child could safely cross alone. 


At approximately 0930 hours, Source appeared at the US Consulate in | 
West Berlin. She wanted to find out if SUBJECT was safe, and what she was to] | 
do. She was inetructed to pick up the child and return. Source telephoned | 
Charlotte Hillie after traveling to East Berlin with the S-bahn, and Hillie 
met her with the child. ; 


At approximately 1400 hours, Source returned to the US Consulate 
with her child, and was turned over to military authorities. She and the 
child were then placed in the Marienfelde Refugee Center, Berlin-Marienfelde. | 
(US Sector).

3. Peyohiatric examination revealed no evidence of psychosis 
(Aneanity) or peychoneurosis. The subject responded readily end 
was generally cooperative and showed no unusual mannerisms or signs 
of tension.

not met Turner at the EM club as previously planneds however, when I arrived at 
Annemarie's apartment he was there. Also there was Helga Jankowski, a girl 
friend of Annemarie's, and another soldier named Ted (1nu). Turner was half 
drunk and was seemingly trying to get in a fight with Ted. Ted finally left and 
after a few drinks ve began a@iscussing our proposed venture into the GDR. Turner 
approached Helga Jankowski about going with him to the GDR and she agreed to do 
go. We decided Se aeere the next night and after a few more drinks went to bed. 
The next morning’ Vént Annemarie and Helga downtown to get Turner and I some 
civilian clothes. Later they returned with the clothes and Turner and I changed 
into them. Later in the afternoon we spoke to the German who was to take us to 
the horder. He told us not to worry, that he knew a safe place to cross into 
the GDR. However, he indicated that the charge would be 100 DMW due to four 
people going Wes agreed to the price and told him we wanted to leave that night. 
He agreed and told us to bé ready around 2000 hrs. 


Sometime between 2000. and 2050 hours, 1 Feb 1955 we left Munich, FRG, and 
arrived at Hof, FRG, at approximately 0500 hours 2 Feb 1955. We drove thru Hof 
and after traveling for approximately five to ten minutes the German stopped 
and indicated that was as far as he could drive us.

installation located somewhere in East Berlin where we stayed only over night. 
On 6 Feb 55 we were turned over to GDR authorities and transported by them to 
a GDR installation lecated in or near East Berlin. We were held at this in- 
etallation until 18 Feb 55 when we were transported to another CDR installa- 
tion located in Dresden, GDR. We were held at this installation for approxi- 
mately six weeks. At this installation we were required to write a complete 
outline of our civilian and military background. We vere also informed that 
in order for us to remain in the GDR we would be required to ask for political 
asylum. A GDR official attempted to explain what was required in writing a 
request for political asylum, however, was not successful. Finally he wrote 
in English a sample of what was required which I copied and signed. To the 
best of my memory it went as follows: "I, Bobby Fe Holland, Battery "A", 50th 
FA Bn, 5th Inf Division, do ask for political asylum in the GDR. My reason 
for asking is because I am tired of carrying weapons that would be used against 
peace loving people." I signed this and the GDR official accepted it. On 28 
March 1955, Turner and I were informed that we had been granted political 
aeylus in the GDR and would be sent on 29 March 1955 to Bautzen, GDR. 


On approximately 30 March 1955 I was driven from Dresden to Bautzen, GDR, 
where I was taken to the clubhouse at Wallstrasse 4, Bautzen, GDR. I do 
not know the official name of this installation, but always called it "the 
clubhouse." Turner was already there and a short while later, Annemarie and 
Helga joined us. 


Fron approxinately the second week in April 1955 until 31 January 1956, 
I attended a school in the clubhouse which is conducted for all foreigners, 
except Greeks, who are sent to Bautzen. At this school, I was given instruc- 
tion in German, arithmetic, geography, drawing, and politics. The classes on 
politics was concerned with the history of communism and communistic countries. 
I had interest in learning German, but I never took any interest in the other 
classes. During part of this period from May 1955 to July 1955, I was employed 
in the Lowa Waggonbau, a peoples'-owned factory of the GDR. While going to 
this school and working at the Lowa, I received approximately 340 DME a month. 


After graduation from school, I worked as 4 metal worker at the VEB 
(Volkseigener Betrieb) Fortschritt in Singwitz, GDR, until I quit because of 
dineufficient pay in the latter part of May 1956. From May 1956 to 19 January 
1957, I worked as laborer at the VEB Schrott in Bautsen. I quit again because — 
of insufficient pay on 19 January 1957. I was unemployed until 4 February 1957, 
when I found a job in the steel department of the VEB Lowa Waggonbau. I quit 
the Lowa again because of poor pay and on 7 March 1957, I returned to the VEB 
Schrott where I was employed until I returned to United States control. 


While in Bautzen, I was never a member of either the FDJ (Freie Deutsche

On August 13, 1957, subject was interviewed by 
representatives of the U. S. Army regarding the circumstances 
surrounding his defection to East Germany and executed a 
sworn signed statement.

We agreed to the price and told ‘him 
we wanted to leave that night. He agreed and told us 
to be ready around 2000 hrs, Ba 
"Sometime between 2000 and 2050 hours, 1 Feb. 1955 we 

left Munich, FRG, and arrived at Hof, FRG, at approxi - 

mately 0500 hours 2 Feb. 1955. We drove thru Hof and 

after traveling for approximately five to ten minutes 

the German stopped. and indicated that was as far as he 

could drive us. He pointed to the West German check- 

point which was roughly one hundred to one hundred 

fifty yazds away. He instructed that the best way to 
cross the border was to get off the road into a field | 
and to work our way across through this fteld. We did ; 
So and crossed over the border into the GDR unmolested, 

After crossing into the GDR we got back on the road and 

walked until we reached the GDR checkpoint. 


"The GDR checkpoint was only - manned by one border guard, 
After checking our identification cards he talked in 


i : eT Gee clam ee 
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"German to Annemarie and Helga. I do not know what 
they talked about. He then made a telephone call ana 
five minutes later two East German policemen appeared, 
They checked our identification cards and without any 
conversation indicated for us to follow them. We 
walked down the road for approximately 300 yards to a 
group of small buildings. We were taken to what 
appeared to be the headquarters building and upon 
entering were told to empty our pockets. Turner and 

I were then put in one cell and the girls in another, 
Two or three hours later all four of us were taken to 
another building where we were given food, While 
eating a Soviet officer entered the room and Spoke to 
the East German policeman. Annemarie then was asked 
why we entered the GDR. After Annemarie told me what , 
he had asked, I had Annemarie translate to him my 
answer that I had left the army because I wanted to 
live together with Annemarie in the GDR. They then 
went off to a corner and after about ten minutes of 
conversation among themselves returned and told us that 
Turner and I would have to go with the Soviet officer 
while the girls remained with the East German police, 
They further indicated that we would again be together 
at a later date. 


"Turner and I were next taken to a Soviet installation 
located in Plauen, GDR. We arrived there at approxi- 
mately 1030 hours 2 Feb. 55 and Stayed there under guard 
until 5 Feb. 55. We were treated fairly well and not 
Subject to any intensive questioning. On 5 Feb. 55 we 
were transported to another Soviet installation located 
somewhere in East Berlin where we Stayed only over night. 
On 6 Feb. 55 we were turned over to GDR authorities and 
transported by them to a GDR installation located in or 
near East Berlin, We were held at this installation 
until 18 Feb, 55 when we were transported to another GDR 
installation located in Dresden, GDR. We were held at - 
this installation for approximately six weeks. At this 
installation we were required to write a complete outline 
of our civilian and military background. We were also 
informed that in order for us to remain in the GDR we 
would be required to ask for political asylum, A GDR 
official attempted to explain what was required in writ- 
ing a request for political asylum, however, was not 
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"successful. Finally he wrote in English a sample of 
what.was required which I copied and Signed, To the 
best of my memory it went as follows: 'I, Bobby F, 
Holland, Battery 'A', 50th FA Bn, 5th Inf. Division, 
do ask for political asylum in the GDR. My reason 
for asking is because I am tired of carrying weapons 
that would be used against peace loving people.' TI 
Signed this and the GDR official accepted it. On 28 
March 1955, Turner and I were informed that we had been 
granted political asylum in the GDR and would be sent 
on 29 March 1955 to Bautzen, GDR. 


"On approximately 30 March 1955 I was driven from Dresden 
to Bautzen, GDR, where I was taken to the clubhouse at 
Wallstrasse 4, Bautzen, GDR. I do not know the official 
name of this installation, but always called it 'the 
clubhouse.' Turner was already there and a short while 
later, Annemarie and Helga joined us, 


"Brom approximately the second week in April 1955 until 
31 January 1956, I attended a school in the clubhouse 
Which is conducted for all foreigners, except Greeks, 
who are sent to Bautzen. At this school, I was given 
instruction in German, arithmetic, geography, drawing, 
and politics, The classes on politics was concerned 
with the history of communism and communistic countries. 
I had interest in learning German, but I never took any 
interest in the other classes, During part of this 
period from May 1955 to July 1955, I was employed in the. 
Lowa Waggonbau, a peoples!'-owned factory of the FGD. 
While going to this school and working at the Lowa, I 
received. approximately 340 DME a month. 


"After graduation from school, I worked as a metal worker 
at the VEB (Volkseigener Betrieb) Fortschritt in Singwitz, 
GDR, until I quit because of insufficient pay in the 
latter part.of May 1956. From May 1956 to 19 January 
1957, I worked as laborer at the VEB Schrott in Bautzen, 
I quit again because of insufficient pay on 19 January 
1957. I was unemployed until 4 February 1957, when I 
found a. job in the steel department of the VEB Lowa 
Waggonbau. I quit the Lowa again because of poor pay 

and on 7 March 1957, I returned to the VEB Schrott 

where I was employed until I returned to United States 
control. 
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"While in Bautzen, I was never a member of either the 

FDJ (Freie Deutsche Jugend - Free German Youth) or the ' 
GDSF (Gesellschaft Deutsch - Sowyetische Freundschaft-_ 
society for German-Soviet Friendship). I signed a 

membership form for the FDGB (Freier Deutscher 

Gewerkschaftsbund - Free German,Trade Union), but I 

never paid any dues to this organization. I received 
a FDGB membership book but I threw it away.. . 


"On 6 August 1955, I married Annemarie Einfalt in Bautzen. 
On 9 September 1956, my son, Maik Holland was born in 

_ Bautzen. I had been thinking of returning to US Army 
control since 1955, however, I didnt try earlier because 
first my wife was-gregnant and then my son was too young. 
Finally, on 3 August 1957, I, my wife, and my son, left 
Bautzen and traveled to Berlin, Germany, where I surrendered 
to a US Army Military Police patrol in West Berlin on 4 
August 1957." 


A representative of the U. S. Army who conducted the 
counterintelligence and military intelligence interrogations of 
subject on August 17, 1957, stated as follows: 


HOLLAND was cooperative and willingly talked of his 
activities in the German Democratic Republic. As a result of 
his contacts with the subject, he is of the opinion that HOLLAND 
told the truth and that further interrogation of him in special- 
ized fields of military intelligence would prove fruitless. This 
representative concluded that HOLLAND lacks the intelligence 
training to make accurate observations, 


During the subject's interrogation, he informed that | 
he had limited contacts with representatives of the Ministry for - 
State Security (MSS) during his stay in Baytgen, East Germany. 
These contacts. were-short talks with a Ne AK Me. (F BUERGER , 
and Mr. (FNUMASIEGEL. ThéSe~two-latter individuals aré male 
Germans from Dresden who he believed were_members of the MSS. 
BUERGER and SIEGEL periodically came to Bautzen on inspection 
trips and were available to the foreigners in Bautzen to 
present their complaints, HOLLAND never presented any com- 
plaints to these two men but occasionally spoke informally with 
them during their visits. 
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Shortly after the arrival of HOLLAND and his wife in - 
Bautzen in March 1955, Mrs. HOLLAND was ordered to report to 
the County Office in Bautzen where .she was questioned by an un- 
identified Soviet male and by Mr, X. The subject did not 
accompany his wife on this trip. These two men asked if 
ANNEMARIE HOLLAND would be Willing to make a trip to the 
Federal Republic of Germany in order to gether some informa- 
-tion for the German Democratic Republic. No details were 
related to Mrs. HOLLAND relative to the proposed trip. These 
two men stated that if she agreed to go to West Germany her 
husband would be taken from Bautzen andpplaced in a house so 
that he could not escape. Mrs. HOLLAND refused to agree to 
this mission since she did not desire to become involved with 
the MSS, Although she did not agree and did not learn the 
nature of the mission, according to the subject, his wife 
concluded that it was for espionage, 


After Mrs, HOLLAND's refusal, the two interviewers 
required Mrs. HOLLAND to sign a statement that she would not 
relate any of ‘this discussion to anyone. Mrs. HOLLAND stated 
that she planned to discuss this with her husband and the two 
“men agreed that that was satisfactory. Upon her return, Mrs, 
HOLLAND did tell subject what had transpired. Approximately 
one month later an acquaintance of Mrs. HOLLAND contacted her 
and told her that the police had asked that she inform Mrs, 
HOLLAND. that she was to keep quiet about her contact with the 
Soviet and Mr. X, 


A short time later Mrs. HOLLAND was ordered to report 
to the clubhouse in Bautzen. On this occasion BOBBY HOLLAND 
accompanied her and they were met by an unidentified German 
Democratic Republic official whom BOBBY HOLLAND had met at a 
German Democratic Republic installation located near Berlin 
in February 1955. This individual ordered the subject to leave 
the clubhouse. ANNEMARIE HOLLAND later told BOBBY HOLLAND that 
this individual severely reprimanded her for talking to un- 
authorized persons about the discussion that had taken place 
between her, the Soviet, and Mr. X, Mrs. HOLLAND denied that 
She had told anyone other than BOBBY HOLLAND about the details 
of this discussion, This individual threatened her with im- 


prisonment if she again spoke about the incident with the Soviet 
and Mr, X, 


Mrs. HOLLAND on August 6, 1957, substantiated the 
above information for a representative of the U. S. Army,
